REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Members  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting: 

In  making  up  our  report  and  recommendations  for  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1934,  we  have  tried  to  keep  in  mind  that  the  income 
of  most  of  our  citizens  is  no  better  than  for  1933,  and  that  in  many 
cases  many  families  are  not  as  well  off  as  they  were,  having  used  up 
their  reserves.  We  find  from  the  figures  of  the  Town  Accountant 
that  on  December  31,  1932,  the  uncollected  taxes  were  $193,310.69, 
and  on  December  31,  1933,  they  were  $206,186.68.  This  is  not  a 
healthy  condition  and  must  be  considered  in  appropriating  money 
for  the  current  year.  It  also  indicates  that  our  citizens  are  having 
increasing  difficulty  in  meeting  government  expenses. 

We  believe  that  the  municipal  employee  with  a  fixed  wage  or 
salary  during  these  times  has  been  better  off  than  a  large  majority 
of  the  citizens  and  taxpayers.  In  order  that  the  Town  Meeting  Mem- 
ber may  readily  know  the  base  weekly  pay  of  our  different  depart- 
ments, we  submit  below  the  following  list: 

Police:  Chief,  $57.47;  Captain,  $47.88;  Patrolmen,  $42.00. 

Fire:  Chief,  $57.47;  Deputy  Chief,  $52.71;  Captains,  $47.88; 
Firemen,  $42.00. 

Highway:  Surveyor,  $57.69;  Highway  employee,  $30.00. 

We  do  not  feel  that  a  10  per  cent  reduction  in  the  above  pay  is 
imposing  a  hardship  on  any  one  of  these  employees  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  we  have  registered  as  unemployed  637,  and  under  help 
by  Public  Welfare  109  families.  Also  there  was  given  aid  by  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  last  year  to  44  persons.  Due  to  the  civil  service  laws 
and  laws  governing  the  school  teachers'  salaries,  the  Town  Meeting 
is  limited  in  the  action  it  may  take.  We  have  this  year  recommended 
that  the  10  per  cent  reduction  made  in  salaries  and  wages  last  year 
be  continued  and  have  given  consideration  to  this  in  the  budgets  of 
the  different  departments. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  wish  to  expend 
extra  funds  for  curbstones,  sidewalks  and  street  construction.  We 
have  therefore  cut  this  amount  to  a  figure  to  take  care  of  emergen- 
cies. We  have  increased  the  Finance  Committee  Reserve  Fund  in  or- 
der to  take  care  of  unemployment  in  the  construction  of  drains  and 
other  projects,  and  to  have  funds  for  supplies  if  any  of  the  projects 
now  before  the  Civil  Works  Administration  are  approved. 

We  have  asked  for  indefinite  postponement  in  articles  in  the 
Warrant  that  we  believe  are  not  absolutely  necessary  or  can  be 
taken  care  of  in  some  other  manner.  In  the  articles  relating  to 
athletic  fields,  we  believe  after  some  study  that  any  money  spent 
for  this  purpose  should  be  concentrated  in  Jackson  Park  with  the 
view  of  making  the  present  field  and  the  park  back  of  it  the  real 
recreation  development  of  the  town. 

In  making  this  report  we  have  had  to  consider  the  fact  that  in 
all  probability  the  returns  from  the  State  from  Income  and  Corpora- 
tion Taxes  will  be  considerably  less  than  last  year. 
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We  realize  that  some  departments  and  employees  will  feel  they 
should  not  be  cut,  yet  we  must  consider  the  town  as  a  whole.  It  is 
evident  that  even  with  the  reduction  in  the  budgets,  the  retention  of 
the  10  per  cent  pay  reduction,  and  the  indefinite  postponement  of 
many  articles  in  the  Warrant,  that  there  will  be  an  advance  in  the 
tax  rate. 

We  ask  your  careful  consideration  of  our  recommendations,  hav- 
ing in  mind  that  you  represent  a  large  number  of  citizens  and  tax- 
payers who  are  not  Town  Meeting  Members. 

Article  5 — ^We  recommend  that  the  Town  Clerk  be  required  to 
furnish  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  $1,000  and  that  the  Custodian  of 
Trust  Funds  be  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6 — We  recommend  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  up 
to  $600,000.00  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1934,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  such  notes  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accor- 
dance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Law;  any  debt  or  debts 
incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1934. 

Article  7 — We  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  all  elected  town 
officials  for  the  year  1934  be  the  same  as  that  for  1933. 

Article  8 — We  believe  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Town 
Meeting  of  1933  that  the  wages  of  all  town  employees  should  be  re- 
duced 10  iper  cent,  until  the  next  town  meeting.  As  the  town  em- 
ployees have  taken  another  stand  we  believe  there  should  be  no  mis- 
understanding this  year,  that  wages  of  all  employees  should  be  re- 
duced 10  per  cent,  from  the  wage  scale  of  1932  until  further  action 
by  the  town.  We  therefore  recommend  that  no  donations  be  accepted 
from  any  department  unless  the  same  shall  be  unanimously  made 
by  all  employees  of  that  department  to  continue  until  further  action 
by  the  town. 

Article  10 — ^We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  11 — We  recommend  that  the  item  for  water  of  $56,760.40 
be  taken  from  the  estimated  receipts  of  the  Water  Department  for 
the  current  years.  We  recommend  that  the  following  amounts  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  various  departments  for  the  ensuing  year:

Article  15 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  foreclosure  and  redemption  of  tax  titles  to 
be  expended  by  the  Town  Treasurer  under  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Article  16 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,899.96  be  appro- 
priated to  the  account  of  unpaid  bills  to  cover  bills  remaining  unpaid 
at  the  close  of  1933,  as  follows:  Board  of  Public  Welfare  $1,757.00; 
Park  Department  $114.51;  Heat  and  Light  G.  A.  R.  Hall  $12.04; 
Library  $16.41. 

Article  18 — ^We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  19 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  20 — In  reference  to  the  removal  of  wooden  blocks  on 
Humphrey  Street  and  resurface  of  same,  we  do  not  believe  under 
present  conditions  this  work  should  be  undertaken.  The  Mocks  are 
in  fairly  good  condition,  and  with  a  little  repair  by  the  Highway  De- 
partment the  road  will  give  good  service  for  some  considerable  time. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  21 — ^As  we  find  that  most  of  the  property  owners  on  Pur- 
itan Road  are  opposed  to  this  improvement  we  therefore  recommend 
that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  22 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriat- 
ed to  replank  the  surfaces  of  Essex  Street  and  Danvers  Road  bridges, 
as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Article  23 — ^We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  24 — As  there  is  a  serious  situation  as  regards  the  sur- 
face water  in  Cedar  Hill  Terrace  and  Bay  View  Avenue  that  must 
be  eliminated  and  as  part  of  this  could  be  done  by  the  unemployed, 
we  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $3,500  be  appropriated  for 
the  construction  of  a  drain  from  the  Bay  View  Avenue  catch  basins 
to  Humphrey  street. 

Article  25— As  this  work  can  be  done  as  maintenance  by  the 
Highway  Department,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 
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Article  26 — At  the  present  time  we  see  no  need  for  the  purchase 
of  two  motor  driven  sidewalk  plows  and  an  air  compressor,  but  we 
recommend  that  $900  be  appropriated  to  be  spent  by  the  Surveyor 
of  Highways  for  the  purchase  of  one  small  dump  truck  with  hoist. 

Article  27 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriat- 
ed for  the  cleaning  of  town  beaches,  work  to  be  done  by  the  Surveyor 
of  Highways  as  same  may  be  necessary. 

Article  28 — We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  Hamp- 
shire street  as  a  public  way  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer, 
dated  January,  1934,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450  therefor. 

Articles  29,  30,  31,  32,  33 — These  articles  all  pertain  to  Swamp- 
scott  Highlands  and  should  be  considered  together.  They  call  for  the 
appropriation  of  over  $79,000.00,  and  this  appropriation  would  only 
take  care  of  one-sixth  of  the  whole  area  of  the  so-called  Swampscott 
Highlands.  In  looking  into  the  matter  we  find  that  there  would  be  a 
probability  in  the  near  future  of  a  demand  for  sewerage,  and  the 
whole  project  would  come  to  well  over  $600,000.  The  plan  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Planning  Board  under  the  Betterment  Act  would  be 
a  serious  thing  for  the  residents  of  Swampscott  Highlands;  and  the 
total  undertaking  being  so  much  greater  than  appears  from  the  ar- 
ticles in  the  warrant,  we  believe  a  jfurther  study  should  be  made.  We 
know  that  action  must  be  taken  in  this  matter,  but  we  do  not  think 
that  the  time  we  have  had  at  our  disposal  is  sufficient  to  make  recom- 
mendations where  the  town  might  eventually  be  involved  in  an  ex- 
penditure nearly  equal  to  its  present  bonded  debt.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Moderator  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  five  to  make  a  report  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  called  as 
near  May  15,  1934,  as  possible,  and  that  this  committee  be  required 
to  insert  articles  in  the  warrant  for  such  Special  Town  Meeting  that 
will  enable  the  carrying  out  of  their  report. 

Article  34 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  35 — ^We  find  that  the  present  drain  pipes  are  in  an  old 
water  location  and  there  has  been  no  trouble  except  once  when  the 
tidegate  broke,  therefore  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  36 — We  find  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  a  hospital 
ambulance  for  the  town.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$1,750  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  a  hospital  ambulance. 

Article  37 — We  recommend  the  exchange  of  the  1930  Chevrolet 
police  patrol  car  for  two  small  roadsters,  equipped  with  short-wave 
radio  receiving  sets,  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,160  be  appropriated  for 
the  same  as  recommended  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Article  38 — We  believe  that  under  present  conditions  the  Police 
Department  should  have  a  teletypewriter  service.  We  therefore  rec- 
ommend that  the  sum  of  $350  be  appropriated  for  the  installation  of 
a  teletypewriter  in  the  Police  Station  as  recommended  by  the  Chief 
of  Police. 

Article  39 — We  recommend  that  the  Chief  of  Police  be  author- 
ized to  exchange  two  Harley-Davidson  motorcycles  for  one  small 
single  cylinder  motorcycle  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $190  therefor 
as  recommended  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Article  40  Before  any  action  is  taken  regarding  the  purchase 

of  a  fire  engine  for  the  Phillips  Beach  station,  we  believe  that  a 
careful  study  should  be  made  to  see  if  a  fire  building  could  not  be 
located  nearer  the  center  of  the  town,  thus  enabling  the  Fire^  De- 
partment to  protect  the  town  without  the  purchase  of  additional 
equipment.  The  Fire  Department  has  a  new  one  thousand  gallon 
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pumper,  capable  of  four  lines  of  hose  and  with  the  additional  water 
pressure  from  the  new  standpipe  we  believe  that  no  further  equip- 
ment other  than  a  hose  wagon  may  be  needed.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  make  a 
study  of  the  fire  protection  of  the  town  and  report  to  the  next 
Special  Town  Meeting. 

Article  41 — As  the  charging  and  battery  plant  of  the  fire  alarm 
system  is  practically  worn  out,  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of 
$360  to  make  necessary  changes  in  the  same  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers. 

Article  42 — We  recommend  that  |500  be  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of  rubber  lined  fire  hose  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers. 

Article  43 — We  recommend  that  $2,100  be  transferred  from  the 
Emergency  Sewer  Fund  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  at  Hillcrest 
circle  and  Upland  road,  a  distance  of  425  feet. 

Article  44 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  transferred 
from  the  Water  Available  Surplus  to  the  Water  Emergency  Fund  for 
emergency. 

Article  45 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  46 — As  the  conditions  at  the  Administration  Building  at 
Blaney  Beach  are  very  bad,  both  as  to  the  physical  condition  of  the 
building  and  the  necessity  of  making  changes  in  the  sewers  and 
plumbing,  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $5,700  be  appropriated,  to 
be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to  make  the  neces- 
sary repairs  and  alterations. 

Article  47 — We  s^commend  that  the  sum  of  $900  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  purchase  of  a  truck  with  a  dump  body  and  hoist  for  the 
use  of  the  Park  Department,  as  recommended  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners. 

Article  48 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  49 — We  are  not  unmindful  that  some  day  the  town  must 
provide  ample  room  for  school  athletics,  but  we  do  not  believe  the 
purchase  of  the  land  described  in  this  article  would  fulfill  the  require- 
ments. We  therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  52^ — ^We  believe  that  the  town  should  at  some  date  pro- 
vide a  suitable  permanent  honor  roll  of  World  War  veterans,  but  we 
do  not  believe  at  the  present  time  the  town  should  appropriate  money 
for  this  purpose.  We  therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  53 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed. 

Article  54 — Considering  the  present  demands  that  the  town  has 
by  Public  Welfare  and  Unemployment  Relief,  we  do  not  believe  it 
is  an  appropriate  time  for  the  expenditure  of  money  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Fourth  of  July.  We  therefore  recommend  that  action  on 
this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  57 — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  transferred 
from  Cemetery  Lots  Fund  and  Income  to  the  account  of  Cemetery 
Improvement  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  work  at  the  Cemetery. 

Article  58 — As  this  article  has  been  taken  care  of  in  another 
manner  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 
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Article  59 — We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefin- 
itely postponed.

Selectmen  have  received  sufficient  and  proper  releases  and  convey- 
ances from  all  owners  of  land  abutting  on  Foster  road  releasing  all 
rights  in  any  land  which  may  be  included  in  the  lay  out,  and  waiving 
all  damages  incident  to  the  work  of  laying  said  water  pipes. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  add  to  or  amend  the 
Building  By-laws  so  that  no  permit  shall  issue  to  erect  a  building  in 
a  location  where  water  mains  or  sewers  are  not  available,  without 
the  approval  of  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  wall  vote  to  accept  and  incor- 
porate the  following  by-laws  to  govern  the  office  of  Wire  Inspector: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  an  Inspector  of  Wires.  Such  appointment  shall  be  made  in 
March  of  each  year  and  he  shall  hold  office  from  the  first  day  of 
April  follovving  for  the  term,  of  one  year  and  until  another  is  ap- 
pointed in  his  place.

He  shall  require  all  persons  and  corporations  owning 
or  operating  wires  to  conform  to  all  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  to  all  rules  and  regulations  contained  in  the 
National  Underwriters  Code. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  corporation  operating  electric  or 
other  wires  within  the  town  shall,  upon  request  of  the  Inspector, 
furnish  him  with  such  inform.ation  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  faith- 
ful and  effectual  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  by-law. 

Section  4.  The  Inspector  shall  have  access  at  all  reasonable 
times,  to  all  wires,  appliances,  and  apparatus  in  the  interior  of  a 
public  building  or  on  private  premises,  which  are  intended  for  carry- 
ing an  electric  light  or  power  current,  and  no  person  shall  arrange, 
affix  or  change  any  such  wires  or  apparatus  without  giving  the 
Inspector  reasonable  opportunity  to  inspect  such  wires  and  their 
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arrangement  and  fixtures  before  the  same  are  covered  or  enclosed; 
and  no  person  shall  place  such  wires  in  any  building  in  process  of 
construction  until  all  gas,  steam,  water  and  furnace  pipes  have  been 
placed  in  proper  position.  No  person  shall  connect  such  wires  in  the 
interior  of  a  building  and  on  private  premises  with  an  outside  circuit 
which  crosses  or  runs  along,  over  or  under  any  street  or  way  of  the 
town  without  written  permission  therefor  having  been  first  obtained 
from  the  Inspector. 

Section.  5.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  attach  any  wire  or 
line  for  the  transmission  of  electricity  for  any  purpose  to  any  post, 
except  on  his  own  premises  or  upon  other  lands  with  the  consent  of 
the  owner  thereof,  nor  insert  the  same  into  any  underground  con- 
duit, except  v/ith  the  consent  of  the  owner  and  by  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  fix  a  salary  of  S500.00  for 
the  office  of  Wire  Inspector  established  at  the  adjourned  town  meet- 
ing of  March  23,  1926,  under  Article  No.  49  and  appropriate  8100.00 
for  printing,  secretarial  and  clerical  work. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  81,100.00 
for  the  Public  Library;  8635.00  to  be  appropriated  to  restore  the 
ten  per  cent,  salary  reduction  effective  in  1933  and  8465.00  for  the 
purchase  of  books.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  FRIDAY,  OCTOBER  19,  1934 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  warrant  the  town  meeting 
members  assembled  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  were  called  to  order  by 
John  R.  Hurlburt,  Moderator,  the  necessary  quorum  being  present 
(107  members.) 

The  warrant  with  the  return  thereon  was  read  by  the  Town 
Clerk. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply  for  the  Foster  Dam 
district  was  read  by  Clarence  B.  Humphrey,  Chairman. 

Foster  Dam  Report 

Committee  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  furnishing  water 
for  the  so-called  Foster  Dam  District. 

The  committee  as  appointed  by  the  Moderator  organized  as 
follows : 

Clarence  B.  Humphrey,  Chairman,  12  Humphrey  terrace;  Lester 
B.  Morley,  Secretary,  26  Minerva  street;  Charles  H.  Cunningham, 
25  Beach  Bluff  avenue;  Harold  M.  King,  90  Walker  road;  William 
H.  McCarty,  64  Bradlee  avenue. 

The  work  of  this  committee  is  primarily  to  investigate  the  pos- 
sibilities of  furnishing  water  for  this  section  of  the  town.  As  to 
the  need  for  water  for  drinking  purposes,  there  would  seem  to  be 
no  question,  but  the  ways  and  means  of  supplying  it  to  the  area  in- 
volved, and  the  manner  in  which  the  property  has  been  developed 
have  raised  so  many  questions  involving  large  expenditures  of  money 
that  your  committee  has  deemed  it  advisable  to  consider  all  mat- 
ters that  would  have  any  bearing  thereon.  We  have  had  many 
meetings,  hearings  with  the  departments  involved,  a  meeting  with 
a  committee  from  that  section,  have  visited  the  premises  and  report 
accordingly: 

Within  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  there  are  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  cities  and  towns.  Plymouth  with  an  area  of  103.2 
square  miles  is  the  largest,  and  Nahant  with  an  area  of  1  06  square 
miles  is  the  smallest.  Of  these  cities  and  tows  there  are  nine  hav- 
ing an  area  of  less  than  five  square  miles,  one  of  which  is  Swamp- 
scott with  an  area  of  3.1  square  miles  or  1980  acres. 

The  town  is  nearly  rectan^^ular  in  shape  and  bounds  northerly 
by  the  Salem  anci  Marblehead  lines  for  about  2%  miles,  easterly  by 
the  ocean  for  about  1%  miles,  southerly  by  Nahant  Bav.  for  about 
IV2  miles  and  southwesterly  by  the  city  of  Lynn  line  which  runs  in 
a  general  northwesterly  direction  for  about  1%  miles.  Swampscott 
was  set  off  from  Lynn  in  1850. 

The  geogranhical  center  of  the  town  is  the  circle  at  the  end  of 
Mountwood  road,  from  which  a  large  part  of  the  town  is  visible. 
A  radius  of  one  mile  from  this  center  includes  all  the  town  except 
the  extreme  northeast  and  northwest  comers.  These  facts  should 
be  kent  in  7"^ind  when  making  comparisons  with  other  towns  for 
municipal  purposes. 
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The  Highlands,  or  Foster's  Dam  Section,  so-called,  and  being 
the  subject  matter  of  this  report,  is  situated  at  the  extreme  north- 
west corner.  It  bounds  on  the  Lynn  line  for  about  3,600  feet,  on  the 
Salem  line  for  about  4,000  feet,  on  land  of  the  Lynn  Sand  and  Stone 
CiOmpany  for  about  3,000  feet,  and  on  the  south  by  three  large  un- 
developed parcels  of  land  for  about  2,000  feet.    It  contains  146  acres. 

The  territory  was  once  known  as  Buena  Vista  and  the  larger 
part  thereof  was  formerly  owned  by  Charles  A.  Stetson,  Esq.,  who 
caused  it  to  be  surveyed  by  Alonzo  Lewis  of  Lynn  in  1855.  It  was 
sold  in  20  acre  lots.  Buena  Vista  Hill  is  located  on  the  northwest  of 
the  property,  and  as  shown  on  the  Lewis  plan  is  noted  as  elevation 
210  feet,  being  as  high  as  the  top  of  the  Observatory  on  High  Rock, 
Lynn.  A  copy  of  this  plan  may  be  fotmd  on  the  files  of  the  Land 
Court  in  Boston  with  abstract  of  title  No.  7069. 

The  approach  to  this  property  from  Swampscott  is  by  way  of 
Burpee  road  leading  off  of  Essex  street  adjacent  to  Jackson  Park, 
and  the  south  end  where  Foster  road  now  begins  is  about  1,500  feet 
from  Essex  street.  There  is  another  approach  from  Eastern  ave- 
nue in  Lynn  which  leads  into  Windsor  avenue  on  the  west  side  of 
the  property.  This  approach  is  through  Harvest  street  which  is 
about  one  mile  from  Humphrey  street  along  Eastern  avenue. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report  the  territory  may  be  convenient- 
ly divided  into  three  sections.  The  first  section  will  be  known  as 
the  Park  Street  section,  the  second  as  the  Western  section,  and  the 
third,  being  that  section  in  which  we  are  at  this  time  most  particu- 
larly interested,  as  the  Griswold  section. 

The  Park  street  section  is  the  result  of  a  development  on  the 
edge  of  Lynn  and  overlapping  onto  the  outskirts  of  Swampscott.  It 
appears  on  the  Lynn  atlas  of  1897  and  shows  streets  running  from 
the  Lynn  side  into  Swampscott  and  stopping  at  the  Ihie  of  the  Gris- 
wold purchase.    It  contains  7  acres. 

_  Windsor  avenue  runs  through  the  middle  of  this  section,  oii 
which  and  on  streets  leading  southerly  therefrom  there  are  about 
twenty-seven  lots  and  nine  houses.  All  of  these  houses  are  supplied 
with  water  from  pipe  lines  laid  by  the  City  of  Lynn,  which  also  col- 
lects charges  as  a  part  of  its  water  system.  This  was  a  neighborly 
act  on  the  part  of  the  city  giving  service  to  a  small  group  of  people 
then  on  the  frontier  of  Swampscott. 

The  Western  section  containing  53  acres,  a  portion  of  which  is 
a  part  of  the  Griswold  purchase,  lies  west  of  the  Griswold  section, 
It  is  triangular  in  shape  reaching  to  where  the  Lynn,  Salem  and 
Swampscott  lines  intersect,  and  being  at  a  point  about  500  feet  from 
Western  avenue.  Southerly  and  along  Western  avenue  for  a  dis- 
tance of  one-half  mile,  one  comes  to  Floating  Bridge. 

This  section  is  laid  out  in  large  lots,  not  occupied  to  any  extent, 
and  is  not  serious  so  far  as  the  purpose  of  this  present  report  is 
concerned.  There  is  a  development  at  the  extreme  angle  point 
which  also  reaches  in  from  Lynn  and  is  only  accessible  by  coming 
in  from  a  road  off  of  Western  avenue  in  the  vicinity  of  Floating 
Bridge. 

The  Griswold  section  containing  86  acres,  was  purchased  by 
Frederick  H.  Griswold  in  1917.  The  contour  of  the  ground  is  rather 
irregular  and  slopes  towards  the  center  where  there  was  a  small 
natural  pond  with  an  outlet  through  a  brook  running  in  a  north- 
westerly direction  into  Lynn.  There  are  numerous  indications  of 
out-cropping  ledge  scattered  throughout  the  property  which  indi- 
cates all  construction  work  would  be  rather  expensive.  An  earth 
and  stone  dam  was  built  across  the  brook  which  caused  the  pond  to 
be  higher  and  larger  so  that  it  is  now  nearly  1,800  feet  long,  varies 
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from  150  to  200  feet  wide  and  contains  seven  acres.  Windsor  ave- 
nue as  now  constructed  runs  over  the  top  of  this  dam. 

Mr.  Griswold  caused  this  section  to  be  subdivided  into  streets 
and  lots,  staked  them  out  on  the  ground,  stripped  the  sub  soil  for 
ways,  did  a  small  amount  of  grading  to  make  them  passable  and 
placed  the  property  on  the  market  for  sale.  The  average  price  of 
the  lots  was  about  $200.00,  and  we  understand  that  no  property  now 
stands  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Griswold.  In  this  section  there  are  about 
three  miles  of  streets,  315  lots  and  71  houses  located  as  follows:

The  population  is  about  194  and  the  total  valuation  including 
land,  houses  and  other  buildings  is  about  $77,000. 

Town  Developments  and  Board  of  Survey 

The  development  of  property  in  Swampscott  has  from  the  be- 
ginning proceeded  in  a  formal  and  orderly  manner,  and  the  town 
has  not  been  asked  to  assume  the  expense  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  new  streets  until  they  had  been  put  in  proper  shape  for 
acceptance  in  accordance  with  our  practice  and  by-laws.  Under  the 
Board  of  Survey  Act  and  our  town  by-laws  Section  8,  Chapter  VI, 
the  procedure  is  well  established. 

The  Board  of  Survey  Act  adopted  by  the  town  in  February,  1912, 
being  Chapter  191,  Acts  of  1907,  is  an  act  to  assist  the  development 
of  the  town  and  not  to  retard  it.  The  owner  of  land  must,  how- 
ever, comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  and  work  with  the 
board  which  insures  streets  being  properly  located  both  in  reference 
to  lines  and  to  grades,  and  anticipates  all  subsequent  engineering 
problems  such  as  water,  drainage  and  sewers. 

There  is  no  power  given  in  the  act,  however,  to  prevent  devel- 
opment of  property  in  accordance  with  an  owner's  desires,  but  cer- 
tain results  follow  if  he  persists  in  ignoring  the  common  practice 
accepted  by  others,  which  leaves  the  persons  living  on  these  streets 
forced  to  provide  themselves  with  water,  light,  sewer  facilities,  and 
streets  and  sidewalks  made  convenient  for  travel  in  such  a  manner 
as  they  can  best  afford,  but  wholly  unaided  by  municipal  funds.  See 
town  of  liexington  vs.  Suburban  Land  Co.,  235  Mass.,  108. 
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Town  By-Laws — Streets 
Chai>ter  VI— Section  8. 

Section  8.  "No  water  pipes  shall  be  laid  in  an  unaccepted  street 
or  way  nor  shall  any  other  public  construction  be  done  in  or  upon 
the  same  until  such  street  or  way  has  been  built  to  not  less  than 
sub-grade  in  conformity  with  a  plan  duly  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Survey,  and  some  or  all  of  the  abutters  have  filed  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  a  written  agreement  accompanied  by  a  bond  with 
surety  or  sureties,  if  required  by  said  Board  of  Selectmen,  said 
agreement  and  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that 
such  abutter  or  abutters  will  cause  said  street  to  be  built  to  grade 
in  conformity  with  such  plan  within  six  months  from  the  time  of 
completion  of  said  work.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Engmeer 
to  certify  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  when  said  street  is 
to  sub-grade  and  when  it  is  to  grade. 

"This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  streets  or  ways  laid  out  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth relating  to  the  laying  out  of  streets,  prior  to  the  acceptance 
by  the  town  of  the  Board  of  Survey  Act,  so  called,  being  now  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Chapter  41,  Sections  73  ta  81." 

This  by-law  is  for  the  guidance  of  all  town  departments  having 
to  do  with,  ways,  either  public  or  private. 

Plans  showing  locations  and  grades  for  Foster  road  and  Windsor 
avenuel  were  by  instructions  of  the  selectmen  prepared  by  the  Town 
Engineer,  hearings  given  as  provided  by  this  act  and  these  streets 
were  finally  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  acting  as  the  Board 
of  Survey  on  February  1,  1933.  None  of  the  other  streets  have  been 
thus  approved. 

This  procedure  should  not  be  confused  with  the  acceptance  of 
graded  streets  by  the  town  under  the  provision  of  Chapter  82. 


Swampscott  Water  Department 

Previous  to  July  25,  1898,  the  townspeople  bought  water  from 
the  Marblehead  Water  Company,  a  company  operating  in  Swamp- 
scott and  getting  its  water  supply  from  driven  wells.  In  that  year 
the  town  voted  to  purchase  the  rights  of  this  company,  paying  for 
the  same  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This 
amount  was  raised  by  a  bond  issue  and  provisions  made  for  paying 
the  bonds  when  they  became  due  by  establishing  a  sinking  fund. 
This  amount  became  due  in  1928  and  was  paid  in  full.  In  1909  the 
town  voted  to  become  a  part  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  District  and 
its  equity  in  this  district  amounted  to  ninety  thousand  dollars.  This 
amount  was  raised  by  a  serial  bond  issue,  a  certain  amount  on  the 
principal  as  well  as  the  interest  being  paid  each  year.  The  amount 
remaining  unpaid  is  eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

Each  year  the  town  pays  its  proportional  part  of  the  Metropol- 
itan Water  District  expense  as  well  as  for  all  water  used.  This 
water  is  measured  by  meter  as  it  enters  Swampscott  and  is  sold  to 
the  townspeople  as  used  and  measured  bv  meter.  These  amounts 
plus  the  overhead  expenses  of  the  local  department  determine  the 
water  rates.  No  part  of  the  State  tax  for  this  purpose,  nor  of  the 
local  department's  overhead  expense,  comes  out  of  direct  taxation 
and  it  is  not  a  burden  upon  real  estate,  developed  or  undeveloped. 
It  is  p»  service  naid  foi"  bv  the  peonle  who  are  benefited  by  it. 

The  commissioners  in  the  administration  of  aff^airs  connected 
with  their  office  are  o-overned  by  the  Met'^'opolitan  District  Commis- 
sion rules  pnd  rep-ulations.  thf>  town  by-laws  and  such  other  rules 
and  rerrulations  adopted  by  them.    These   rules  first  provide  that 
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all  water  be  metered,  that  is  there  is  no  charge  by  faucet,  as  is  the- 
practice  in  some  towns,  and  second  that  the  expense  for  laying  all 
service  pipes  from  the  street  main  to  the  house  be  assumed  by  the 
owner  and  paid  for  before  any  water  is  turned  on.  These  service- 
pipes  cost  from  twenty-five  dollars  to  seventy-five  dollars,  depend- 
ing on  whether  or  not  ledge  is  encountered.  If  this  expense  is  not 
paid  it  becomes  a  lien  upon  the  property.  In  unaccepted  streets, 
but  approved  by  the  Board  of  Survey,  and  where  homes  are  being- 
erected,  the  rule  has  been  to  lay  the  main  pipes  through  the  streets 
if  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  guarantee  the  interest  on  the 
investment  until  such  time  as  the  revenue  from  the  water  rates- 
equal  the  same.  These  rules  have  always  been  adhered  to,  and  they 
work  to  the  advantage  of  the  town. 

At  the  time  Mr.  Griswold  opened  up  the  Highlands  he  consult- 
ed with  the  water  commissioners  and  understood  the  town's  rule 
and  regulations.  He  then  later  on,  at  his  own  expense,  caused  pipes 
to  be  laid  over  the  surface  of  the  ground  to  supply  water  to  the 
various  houses  built  upon  the  premises.  Where  this  pipe  left  Bur- 
pee road  a  meter  was  placed  and  Mr.  Griswold  charged  accordingly. 
We  understand  that  the  cost  for  laying  pipes  was  about  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  and  that  the  charge  for  water  each  year  has  averaged 
about  two  hundred  dollars.  These  overground  water  pipes  were 
later  donated  to  a  group  of  the  lot  owners.  From  the  water  pipes 
thus  laid  residents  have  either  connected  directly  with  their  houses 
or  have  caused  faucets  to  be  placed  in  the  pipe  as  it  passes  the  hous- 
es, and  get  the  water  from  these  faucets.  This  service,  of  course,  is 
not  available  during  the  winter  months,  and  as  soon  as  cold  weath- 
er sets  in  the  water  is  cut  off  at  the  meter. 

For  several  years  now  the  water  commissioners  have  been  urged 
to  place  water  mains  in  these  streets,  and  the  reasons  for  their  re- 
fusal do  not  seem  to  be  generally  understood.  All  town  departments 
operate  through  the  machinery  of  the  laws,  and  any  department  do- 
ing otherwise  than  to  follow  these  laws  would  be  committing  a  se- 
rious offense;-,  Nowithstanding  how  the  commissioners  may  feel 
about  this  matter  personally,  they  have  consistently  administered 
the  affairs  of  their  office  in  accordance  with  these  laws. 


Permits 


Permits  and  licenses  are  certain  privileges  or  rights  granted  in 
dividuals  by  a  governmental  agency  in  order  to  control  and  preserve 
public    health,  public  safety  and  good  order  of  a  community 

In  connection  with  the  Highlands  we  are  particularly  interested 
m  permits  as  granted  by  the  building  inspector,  the  plumbing  in- 
spector and  the  board  of  health. 


Building  Inspector 

What  happens  when  one  wishes  to  build  a  house  in  Swampscott*^ 
He  first,  with  his  plans  and  specifications,  visits  the  building  inspec- 
tor, and  explains  what  it  is  he  wishes  to  do.  These  plans  are  ex- 
amined by  the  building  inspector,  and  if  the  height  of  the  building 
and  its  location  relative  to  lot  lines  and  street  lines  do  not  violate 
any  of  the  town  by-laws  or  zoning  by-laws  as  to  setbacks,  etc.,  and 
the  specifications  are  in  accordance  with  the  building  by-laws  then 
a  permit  is  granted.  The  building  inspector  is  interested  primarily 
in  the  construction  of  the  building;  that  is,  to  see  that  its  timbers  and 
its  foundations  are  sufficiently  strong  so  that  it  will  stand  alone. 
He  apparently  is  not  interested  in  whether  or  not  the  owner  wili 
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afterwards  be  allowed  to  install  water  pipes  and  plumbing.  During 
the  construction  of  the  building,  the  inspector  examines  the  struc- 
ture from  time  to  time,  and  if  everything  is  apparently  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plans  and  specifications  as  submitted,  nothing  further 
is  done.  The  last  building  permit  issued  for  building  in  the  High- 
lands was  in  October,  1933. 


Plumbing  Inspector 

Sometime  during  the  construction  of  this  building  the  owner 
must  receive  a  permit  to  do  the  plumbing,  and  plumbing  is  only 
allowed  to  be  done  by  master  plumbers  who  receive  their  permits  to 
do  work  in  Swampscott  from  a  plumbing  inspector  acting  under  au- 
thority from  the  board  of  health.  If  such  a  permit  is  granted  after 
an  examination  of  the  plans  shows  that  they  comply  with  the  plumb- 
ing inspector's  rules  and  regulations,  the  plumbing  is  installed  and 
finally  tested,  and  if  finally  approved  the  building  is  declared  fit 
for  habitation.  With  the  building  inspector  and  the  plumbing  in- 
spector thus  taken  care  of  the  owner  must  also  have  water  installed 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  water  department,  and  if  on  a 
street  in  which  there  is  a  sewer,  have  service  connection  made  by 
a  licensed  drain  layer,  both  water  service  pipe  and  the  drain  pipe 
being  laid  at  the  expense  of  the  land  owner.  If  in  a  section  of  the 
town  where  no  sewer  exists  and  the  outlet  is  into  a  cesspool,  then 
the  location  of  the  cesspool  must  be  approved  by  the  board  of  health. 
The  last  plumbing  permit  issued  for  any  building  in  the  Highlands 
was  in  1924. 


Board  of  Health 

The  duties  of  the  board  of  health  are  to  care  for  the  health  and 
sanitation  of  the  town  and  in  addition  to  its  statutory  powers  shall 
prepare  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  its  own  department. 
The  Highlands  Development  has  apparently  caused  some  uneasiness 
as  no  permit  has  been  issued  by  the  department  since  1924.  This 
is  caused  by  the  fact  that  there  is  no  water  supply  nor  sewers.  The 
people  who  bought  these  lots  did  so  because  the  price  was  within 
their  means,  and  they  likewise  erected  buildings  also  within  their 
means  and  supposedly  understood  the  conditions  then  existing.  For 
water  they  either  drove  or  dug  wells,  and  most  of  the  wells  are  dug 
wells;  that  is,  simply  a  hole  in  the  ground  some  fifteen  feet  deep, 
which  allows  the  ground  water  to  seek  its  level,  and  from  these 
wells  the  water  is  pumped  into  the  house.  The  sewage  is  taken  care 
of  by  cesspools  and  it  is  the  contention  of  the  board  of  health  that 
these  cesspools  and  the  other  means  in  which  sanitation  is  taken 
care  of  contaminate  the  water.  All  these  wells  have  been  tested  by 
the  State  board  of  health  and  declared  unfit  for  drinking  purposes, 
but  they  still  continue  to  be  in  use. 


The  Artesian  Well 

The  story  of  this  well  is  found  in  the  Selectmen's  report,  page 
179  of  the  town  report  for  the  year  1931.  Briefly  the  town  appro- 
priated S5,000  and  spent  S2,844.48  to  have  this  well  driven.  It  goes 
down  into  the  ground  240  feet  and  provides  about  20  gallons  of  wa- 
ter per  minute.  The  State  Board  of  Health  prohibites  the  use  of 
this  water  unless  chlorinated  as  its  source  was  unknown  even 
thouirh  it  contained  no  ob.iectionable  bacteria. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  board  of  selectmen  to  have  this  done, 
establish  a  pump  at  this  point  so  that  the  neighborhood  might  ob- 
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tain  water  and  carry  it  to  their  homes.  The  selectmen  reported  that 
the  residents  asked  that  nothing  further  be  done  and  that  they 
would  not  use  the  water  thus  provided. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  closely  followed  the  development  in 
this  section,  fearing;  an  epidemic  from  the  water  situation.  With 
their  careful  watching  they  have  found  it  necessary  thus  far  to 
evict  only  one  family,  due  to  sanitary  conditions.  This  naturally 
has  caused  a  feeling  of  unrest  among  the  other  inhabitants  of  the 
district.  They  have  sought  political  help  and  assistance  and  their 
efforts  have  reached  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  Boston.  See  let- 
ter of  December  2,  1929,  and  recent  letter  of  March  8,  1934,  which 
we  include  in  this  report  as  it  seems  to  us  to  set  forth  clearly  the 
whole  situation.

Your  Excellency: 

In  response  to  your  request,  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
has  caused  an  examination  to  be  made  by  one  of  its  engineers  of 
the  water  supply  conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  Stuart  street  in  the 
Swampscott  Highlands  section  of  the  town  of  Swampscott. 

Swampscott  Highlands  is  located  in  the  westerly  part  of  the 
town  of  Swampscott  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Salem- 
Swampscott  boundary  line  and  on  the  west  by  the  Lynn-Swampscott 
boundary  line.  The  nearest  water  supply  mains  to  Stuart  street  are 
those  in  the  city  of  Lynn  in  Morton  hill  avenue  some  1800  feet  dis- 
tant and  those  in  Burpee  road  in  the  town  of  Swampscott  some  3000 
feet  distant. 

Water  is  temporarily  supplied  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  dis- 
trict through  the  pipes  of  the  Suburban  Land  Company,  and  as  these 
pipes  are  laid  over  the  surface  of  the  ground  it  is  not  practicable 
to  supply  water  through  them  during  the  winter  months.  It  has 
been  the  practice  for  the  inhabitants  to  obtain  water  from  various 
private  wells  during  those  months,  but  the  results  of  analysis  have 
shown  that  the  water  of  some  of  these  wells  is  polluted  and  unsafe 
for  drinking. 

Recently  one  of  the  engineers  of  this  department  had_  a  confer- 
ence at  Swampscott  with  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  respective- 
ly, also  the  Building  Commissioner  and  the  Town  Engineer,  relative 
to  the  letter  of  Valentine  H.  McDowell  in  order  to  ascertain  what 
action  had  been  taken  by  the  town  relative  to  any  request  made  by 
the  petitioner  for  water  to  be  supplied  in  Swampscott  Highlands. 
At  this  conference  the  authorities  of  the  town  stated  that  the  road 
from  Burpee  road  to  what  is  known  as  MacArthur  or  Foster  circle 
has  not  been  accepted  by  the  town  in  its  entirety  but  only  for  a  part 
of  the  distance.  It  appears  also  that  at  a  town  meeting  held  in 
March  of  the  present  year  the  town  voted  to  lay  a  10  inch  main  in 
Foster  road  from  Burpee  road  a  distance  of  about  480  feet  to  Foster 
circle  and  appropriated  sufficient  money  for  the  purpose  but  direct- 
ed that  it  should  not  be  built  until  the  street  should  conform  in  line 
and  grade  with  the  plan  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Survey  and  until 
the  abutters  had  signed  an  agreement  to  pay  6%  interest  on  the 
investment  until  the  water  rates  should  equal  the  interest  on  the 
cost  of  the  work. 

The  department  is  informed  that  the  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners, upon  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel,  have  interpreted  this  vote 
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to  mean  that  all  abutters  must  first  sign  an  agreement  to  pay  their 
share  of  the  6%  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  work.  That  is,  even  if 
the  full  6%  were  pledged  by  a  number  of  the  abutters  the  town  is 
not  to  lay  the  pipe  until  all  have  agi'eed  to  pay  their  share.  As  all 
of  the  abutters  have  not  signed  the  agreement  to  pay  6%  on  the 
cost  of  extending  the  water  pipe,  the  pipe  has  not  been  laid.  Even 
if  the  pipe  had  been  laid  to  MacArthur  circle  the  extension  would 
not  have  brought  the  water  within  a  half  mile  of  Stuart  street  where 
the  home  of  the  petitioner  is  located. 

The  matter  of  a  water  supply  for  the  real  estate  development 
in  the  district  of  Swampscott  Highlands  was  brought  to  the  attention 
of  this  department  in  the  year  1924  and  its  advice  was  requested  by 
the  Board  of  Sur\^ey  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  relative  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  water  of  certain  wells  on  Manson  road  near  the  terri- 
tory in  question.  At  that  time  the  department  advised  the  Board  of 
Health  of  the  tovm  of  Swampscott,  under  date  of  May  5,  1924,  that 
the  ground  in  the  vicinity  of  the  wells  indicated  was  exposed  to 
pollution.  The  department  also  referred  to  the  conditions  in  the  real 
estate  development  in  that  neighborhood  where  a  number  of  streets 
had  already  been  laid  out  and  some  60  houses  constructed  with  no 
provision  for  supplying  the  inhabitants  with  water  or  for  disposing 
of  the  sewage.  The  following  is  quoted  from  that  reply  of  the  de- 
partment: 

"...  .Under  the  circumstances,  the  inhabitants  of  this  region 
are  living  under  conditions  which  are  unsanitary  and  ob- 
jectionable, though  the  conditions  have  not  been  brought 
about  by  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  municipalities  con- 
cerned or  their  officials.  This  kind  of  development  is  not  an 
uncommon  one  and  results  in  circumventing  existing  laws 
designed  for  the  proper  laying  out,  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  highways  in  cities  and  town  " 

The  recent  examination  shows  that  the  conditions  in  the  area 
under  consideration  have  not  improved  since  the  time  of  the  pre- 
vious examination  and  that  none  of  the  streets  are  laid  out  and  ap- 
proved in  accordance  vnth  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Sur- 
vey of  the  town  of  Swampscott.  Some  20  additional  houses  have 
been  built  in  this  neighborhood  since  the  time  of  the  previous  exam- 
ination, and  under  the  Board  of  Survey  laws  no  water  pipes  can  be 
laid  in  any  street  or  way  until  such  street  or  way  has  been  built  in 
conformity  with  the  plan  approved  by  the  Board  of  Survey. 

Conditions  in  the  area  under  consideration  are  similar  to  those 
found  in  other  real  estate  developments  and,  while  such  conditions 
are  generally  objectionable,  neither  the  State  nor  the  local  authori- 
ties apparently  have  any  jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  except  that  a 
local  board  of  health  under  the  authority  granted  them  by  the  gen- 
eral laws  can  when  necessary  declare  premises  to  be  unfit  for  occu- 
pancy. The  department  is  advised  that  the  Board  of  Health  of 
Swampscott  has  already  acted  in  certain  cases  under  that  law. 

Cases  similar  to  this  have  occurred  in  other  places.  An  interest- 
ing experience  was  furnished  a  few  years  ago  when  an  area  of  land 
was  developed  in  the  town  of  Dedham  and  the  street  lay-outs  did  not 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Survey  of  that  town.  Sub- 
sequently appeals  of  the  property  owners  for  public  sewers  and  wa- 
ter supply  were  rejected  by  the  town  officials  and  the  town's  appli- 
cation to  the  courts  for  an  injunction  to  prevent  the  building  on  the 
areas  in  question  was  also  rejected.  In  another  case  the  town  of 
Lexington  posted  on  private  ways  certain  signs  warning  prospective 
purchasers  of  a  land  company,  that  sewers,  water  supply,  etc.,  could 
not  be  furnished  by  the  town  until  the  plans  of  the  street  lay-outs, 
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etc.,  had  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Survey.  The  real  estate  de- 
velopers promptly  removed  these  signs  and  the  town  took  the  matter 
to  the  courts.  A  decision  was  handed  down  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  * 
Massachusetts  in  the  year  1920  (235  Mass.  108)  from  which  the 
following  is  quoted: 

234  Mass.  108 

"A  board  of  survey,  constituted  under  the  provisions  of 
St.  1907,  c.  191,  by  a  town  which  has  accepted  the  provi- 
sions of  that  statute,  has  no  right  to  erect  or  to  maintain 
upon  unimproved  land,  owned  by  a  corporation  which  in- 
tended to  improve,  develop  and  sell  it,  a  sign  containing  a 
warning  to  purchasers  as  to  the  character  of  road  which, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  would  be  acceptable  to 
the  board. 

Nor  has  such  a  board  of  survey  any  right  or  power 
conferred  by  the  common  law  or  by  statute  to  erect  or  main- 
tain such  a  sign  within  a  highway,  the  fee  to  which  is  owned 
by  a  private  person  who  has  not  granted  such  a  right  to  the 
town. 

If,  upon  the  filing  by  a  landowner  of  plans  relative  to 
the  laying  out  of  streets  over  certain  land  with  a  board  of 
survey  under  the  provisions  of  St.  1907,  c.  191  the  board 
is  not  satisfied  with  the  plans,  their  powers  and  duties  then 
are,  not  to  reject  the  plans,  but  to  alter  them,  determine 
where  the  streets  should  be  located  and  what  their  widths 
and  grades  should  be  and,  having  so  indicated  on  the  plans, 
to  approve  and  sign  plans  as  changed. 

Upon  a  reservation  for  this  court  of  a  suit  in  equity 
upon  the  bill  and  a  demurrer,  no  intendments  are  made  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff,  who  should  aver  in  the  bill  every  ma- 
terial fact  essential  to  a  right  to  relief. 

St.  1907,  c.  191,  does  not  confer  upon  a  board  of  survey 
a  right  to  maintain  a  suit  in  equity  to  restrain  an  owner  of 
land  from  laying  out  and  constructing  streets  therein  be- 
cause he  has  not  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  sta- 
tute relating  to  the  filing  of  plans  with  the  board." 
The  department  has  called  attention  to  the  conditions  brought 
about  by  real  estate  developments  in  its  annual  reports,  especially 
-in  the  report  of  1920. 

To  conclude,  it  seems  clear  that  this  department  has  no  juris- 
diction in  the  matter  of  extending  water  mains  in  the  town  of 
Swampscott  to  the  area  referred  to  in  the  communication  to  Mr. 
Valentine  H.  McDowell.  It  is  unforunate  that  persons  purchasing 
property  in  such  areas  are  not  properly  warned  of  the  effect  of  the 
Board  of  Survey  laws  on  such  public  improvements  as  water  supply 
and  sewage  disposal  if  these  laws  have  been  accepted  by  the  munici- 
pality. Even  if  the  property  has  been  laid  out  and  the  streets  ac- 
cepted in  accordance  with  the  Board  of  Survey  act  the  Water  De- 
partment is  not  bound  to  extend  its  water  mains  into  such  areas 
unless  the  petitioners  guarantee  a  proper  return  on  the  investment. 
In  this  case  the  town  of  Swampscott  cannot,  except  in  violation  of 
the  general  laws,  extend  water  mains  into  any  street  the  location, 
width  and  grades  of  which  have  not  been  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Survey,  nor  can  the  town  restrict  building  on  any  land  in  the 
town.  Its  only  recourse  under  the  existing  laws  is  to  prevent  occu- 
pancy of  any  property  where  a  nuisance  appears  to  exist  until  con- 
ditions have  been  remedied.

•Gentlemen: 

In  response  to  your  request  submitted  to  this  office  by  Robert 
E.  Archibald,  M.D.,  State  District  Health  Officer,  on  Wednesday, 
March  7,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  is  pleased  to  submit  the 
following  information  relative  to  water  supply  conditions  in  the 
Swampscott  Highlands  section,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Swampscott. 

The  matter  of  the  condition  of  the  water  supply  in  this  section 
was  called  first  to  the  attention  of  this  department  in  1924  when  a 
well  near  Manson  street  was  examined  because  of  a  case  of  typhoid 
fever  in  the  family  using  the  well.  At  that  time  there  were  about 
60  families  in  this  real  estate  development.  The  only  water  supply 
available  was  from  private  wells  and  it  was  the  practice  to  discharge 
sewage  into  the  ground  either  in  privy  vaults  or  cesspools,  the 
points  of  disposal  in  some  cases  being  close  to  the  wells.  The  de- 
partment advised  your  board  under  date  of  May  5,  1924,  that  the 
source  of  water  supply  used  at  the  house  in  question  could  not  be 
considered  a  safe  one  from  which  to  take  water  for  drinking  and 
other  domestic  purposes.  The  department  also  advised  at  some  length 
reg-arding  this  development  to  the  effect  that  so  far  as  information 
was  available  to  the  department  there  were  no  means  of  preventing 
such  developments  and  that  the  living  conditions  could  probahly 
only  be  improved  by  some  arrangement  whereby  the  water  pipes 
could  be  extended  to  the  district.  The  department  recommended  that 
temporary  provisions  be  made  for  obtaining  water  from  a  tap  at 
the  nearest  point  to  which  the  water  supply  of  the  city  of  Lynn  had 
been  extended. 

The  matter  of  the  water  supply  in  this  district  was  next  called 
to  the  attention  of  this  department  in  1929  as  a  result  of  a  commu- 
nication received  from  His  Excellency,  the  Governor.  At  that  time 
various  water  supplies  in  this  region  were  examined  and  as  a  re- 
sult the  department  advised  the  Governor  on  December  2,  1929.  A 
copy  of  that  communication  is  appended. 

Replies  also  have  been  sent  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  Swamp- 
scott dated  October  17,  1930,  relative  to  wells  in  this  section  on  the 
premises  of  T.  J.  Carson  and  Michael  Hardman;  under  date  of  Au- 
gust 12,  1931,  relative  to  the  conditions  of  Foster  Pond;  under  date 
of  August  11,  1931,  concerning  a  deep  tubular  well  near  Windsor 
avenue;  under  date  of  February  20,  1932,  regarding  a  well  on  the 
premises  of  Axel  Johnson  on  Windsor  avenue;  under  date  of  August 
5,  1933,  concerning  a  well  on  the  premises  occupied  by  Catherine 
Promise,  Main  street  and  as  recently  as  October  21,  1933,  regarding 
a  well  on  the  premises  of  Thomas  R.  Hanson,  55  Foster  road. 

The  houses  at  this  development  are  huilt  largely  on  ledge  and 
it  is  impracticable  to  obtain  safe  water  from  wells  and  dispose  of 
sewage  in  the  same  area.  If  people  are  to  continue  to  live  at  this 
development  the  objeetionable  conditions  affecting  the  water  supply 
will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  department,  continue  until  a  public  water 
supply  is  provided.

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At  the  town  meeting  of  April  11,  1934,  there  was  an  article  in 
the  warrant  to  amend  the  present  by-laws  so  that  no  permit  shall 
be  issued  to  erect  a  building  in  a  location  where  water  mains  or 
sewers  are  not  available,  without  the  approval  of  the  Building  In- 
spector and  the  Board  of  Health. 

This  by-law  was  not  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  and  we 
quote  herewith  his  letter  to  the  Town  Clerk.

1  return  herewith  by-law  adopted  under  article  14  of  the  warrant 
for  a  town  meeting  held  on  April  11,  1934,  with  the  action  of  the  At- 
torney General  noted  thereon. 

This  by-law  is  disapproved  for  the  reason  that  it  rests  in  the 
building  inspector  and  the  board  of  health  untrammeled  discretion 
with  regard  to  the  erection  of  buildings  in  locations  where  water 
mains  or  sewers  are  not  available.  Such  delegation  of  power  is  un- 
lawful. See  Commonwealth  v.  Maletsky,  203  Mass.  241.

It  would  thus  seem  that  it  is  perfectly  proper  for  one  to  build 
a  house  on  the  outskirts  where  public  streets,  water  and  sewers  do 
not  exist  and  that  there  are  ample  laws  for  one's  protection  as  well 
as  for  that  of  the  community. 

Even  though  a  joint  building  and  plumbing  permit  cannot  be 
issued,  it  seems  advisable  that  one  applying  for  a  permit  to  build 
a  house  in  a  district  where  town  water  and  sewers  are  not  available 
and  that  the  issuing  of  a  plumbing  permit  is  doubtful,  that  these 
conditions  should  be  forcibly  called  to  one's  attention  and  followed 
by  a  letter  placing  the  building  inspector  and  town  on  record.  After 
these  precautions,  if  one  still  persists,  he  does  so  with  full  knowledge, 
and  thereafter  the  matter  rests  with  the  Board  of  Health  for  such 
action  as  they  deem  advisable.

There  are  85  male  residents,  more  than  20  years  of  age,  and  as- 
sessed a  poll  tax,  twelve  of  whom  reside  in  the  Park  street  section. 
A  few  of  the  houses  are  assessed  as  low  as  $75.  The  highest  value 
for  any  house  in  the  Griswold  section  is  $2500;  in  the  Park  section 
$2000,  and  in  the  Western  section  $1500,  except  the  one  on  Coolidge 
road  near  Western  avenue,  Lynn  line,  which  is  $3500.

Tax  Titles 

The  town  treasurer  on  May  7,  1934,  reported  that  there  were  70 
lots  held  by  the  town  under  tax  titles  and  that  on  58  of  these  lots 
the  period  of  redemption  had  expired  and  were  subject  to  foreclosure. 

The  method  of  procedure  as  to  tax  titles  is  provided  for  under 
sections  87  and  52  of  Chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  87:  "A  city  or  town  may,  by  ordinance  or  by  law,  re- 
spectively, direct  whether  its  collector  shall  exercise  the  power  of 
sale  or  the  power  of  taking  to  enforce  the  lien  for  taxes;  and  in  de- 
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fault  of  such  ordinance  or  by-laiw  the  collector  may  exercise  either 
power  at  his  discretion;  that  the  passage  of  any  such  ordinance  or 
by-law  shall  not  render  invalid  any  proceedings  then  pending." 

Section  52:  "Cities  and  towns  may  make  regulations  for  the 
possession,  management  and  sale  of  such  land  and  for  the  assign- 
ment of  tax  titles,  not  inconsistent  with  law  or  with  the  right  of  re- 
demption." 

In  the  absence  of  any  town  by-laws  Swampscott  tax  collectors 
have  always  exercised  the  power  of  taking  alone,  and  consequently 
all  tax  titles  are  held  by  the  town. 

Taxes  are  assessed  as  of  April  first  and  due  November  first  of 
the  current  year.  The  collector  may  proceed  to  collect  any  time  after 
three  months  have  elapsed  since  the  commitment,  but  he  must  close 
his  book  of  all  commitments  before  October  1st  of  the  subsequent 
year,  or  at  least  one  year  after  the  date  of  commitment. 

Tax  titles  are  then  transferred  to  the  town  treasurer  and  are 
treated  as  assets  in  his  report.  At  the  end  of  two  years  from  the 
taking  of  land  for  taxes,  the  town  treasurer  shall  under  section  50 
foreclose  all  rights  of  redemption,  making  title  absolute  in  the  name 
of  the  town.  During  the  above  period  anybody  having  a  legal  inter- 
est in  a  tax  title  may  redeem  the  same,  but  after  foreclosure  no  sale 
can  be  made  except  by  vote  of  the  town  and  as  provided  for  under 
section  52. 

So  far  as  the  question  of  tax  titles  is  a  part  of  this  report  we 
recommend  that  those  held  by  the  town  treasurer  and  located  in  this 
district  be  foreclosed  and  not  resold.  We  further  recommend  that 
matters  relative  to  tax  titles  under  section  87  and  52  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  by-laws. 

Water  Supply 

There  are  three  possible  sources  from  which  to  supply  water  for 
this  district.  First,  connection  with  Swampscott  pipes  at  end  of  Bur- 
pee road.  Second,  obtaining  water  from  Lynn.  Third,  development  of 
the  present  artesian  well. 

At  a  previous  town  meeting  articles  appeared  in  the  warrant 
dealing  with  Foster  road  and  Windsor  avenue  and  at  a  meeting  of 
members  from  this  district  it  was  thought  that  if  these  two  streets 
could  be  taken  care  of  the  major  problem  would  be  solved.  These 
two  streets  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Survey  and  together 
measure  4500  feet.  All  streets  in  this  Griswold  section  measure 
15,000  feet. 

These  two  streets  are  not  built  to  grade  as  it  appears  on  the 
Board  of  Survey  plan  and  if  water  pipes  were  laid  it  would  necessi- 
tate cutting  and  filling  to  bring  the  streets  to  sub-grade  as  all  water 
pipes  must  be  laid  five  feet  below  finished  grade.  The  streets  after 
the  laying  of  the  pipes  would  be  in  such  condition  that  they  would 
have  to  be  rough  graded  and  we  have,  therefore,  had  our  Town 
Engineer  prepare  estimates  of  the  work  on  these  two  streets  hav- 
ing in  mind  leaving  them  at  finished  grade  with  a  roadway  16  feet 
wide  surfaced  with  gravel. 

Estimate  includes  cost  of  water  pipe,  all  labor  and  materials.

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The  above  is  divided,  as  separate  data  was  wanted  on  the  por- 
tion of  Foster  road  between  Elwin  street  and  Windsor  avenue  and 
further  because  the  roadway  between  Burpee  road  and  McArthur 
circle  is  in  g-ood  condition.  The  averag-e  cost  of  gravel  roadway  with 
water  pipe  laid  is  about  $11.00  per  running-  foot.  On  Foster  road  be- 
tween Burpee  road  and  Elwin  street  there  are  four  houses  with  a 
combined  assessment  of  $2400.00,  and  between  Elwin  street  and 
Windsor  avenue  two  houses  with  a  combined  assessment  of  $4500.00 
which  would  be  served  if  this  water  pipe  was  laid.

Between  the  Lynn  line  and  the  Griswold  line  there  are  five 
houses  already  connected  with  water  furnished  by  the  city  of  Lynn. 
Between  the  Griswold  line  and  Foster  road  there  are  six  houses  with 
a  combined  assessment  of  $4600,  and  between  Foster  road  and  Ni- 
chols street  twelve  houses  with  a  combined  assessment  of  $7600. 

On  this  basis  15,000  feet  of  roads  on  the  Griswold  section  alone 
would  cost  about  $165,000. 

The  most  important  part  of  this  project  seems  to  be  all  of  Wind- 
sor avenue  and  that  portion  of  Foster  road  between  Elwin  street 
and  Windsor  avenue  which  would  cost  $31,100.00,  but  water  itself 
would  not  be  available  in  these  pipes  unless  this  section  could  be 
immediately  conected  with  the  Lynn  system.  The  Foster  road  section 
to  connect  the  Windsor  avenue  section  with  the  Swampscott  system 
would  cost  $1,430.00,  making  a  total  expenditure  of  $45,400.00.  With 
this  work  completed  the  house  owners  would  then  be  obliged  to  as- 
sume cost  of  laying  service  pipes  and  the  minimum  meter  rate  per 
year. 

Possible  Supply  from  Lynn 

Some  few  years  ago  the  town  of  Saugrus  had  a  problem  similar 
to  ours,  due  to  the  Golden  Hills  development  in  the  northwesterly 
part  of  the  town  near  the  Melrose  line.  We  visited  this  development 
and  consulted  with  the  Sau^us  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  streets 
themselves  are  in  poor  condition,  in  fact  not  as  well  graded  as  the 
streets  in  the  Highlands,  but  the  houses  constructed  seem  to  be 
gathered  together  near  the  Melrose  line  and  not  scattered  as  in  the 
Hig-hlands.  The  town  of  Saugus  obtains  its  main  water  supply  from 
the  city  of  Lynn,  but  this  Golden  Hills  section  being'  so  far  removed 
the  town  of  Saugus  and  the  city  of  Melrose,  under  a  special  act  of 
the  Legislature,  being  chapter  304  of  the  Acts  of  1926,  made  ar- 
rangements approved  by  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
whereby  Saugus  was  furnished  with  v/ater  from  the  Melrose  sys- 
tem. The  Melrose  pipe  lines  were  extended  to  the  Saug^us  line,  and 
the  town  of  Saugus  laid  about  two  thousand  feet  of  pipes  into  this 
section  to  supply  the  houses  in  this  end  of  the  development.  The  min- 
imum meter  charg-e  for  water  service  is  $15.00  which,  if  paid,  takes 
care  of  the  investment. 

We  have  consulted  with  the  Lynn  Superintendent  of  Water  and 
find  that  the  Lynn  pipes  running  throug-h  Harvest  street  and  Wind- 
sor avenue  to  the  Swampscott  lines  are  not  lar^e  enough  to  supply 
water  for  the  Griswold  section  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
lay  a  new  8"  pipe  for  600  feet  through  that  portion  of  Windsor 
avenue  in  Lynn  to  the  Swampscott  line.  The  laying  of  this  pipe  with 
resurfacing  of  street  would  cost  about  $5000. 
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If  a  temporary  satisfactory  agreement  could  be  made  with  Lynn 
to  connect  with  their  system  at  this  point  then  the  pipes  In  Windsor 
avenue,  and  Foster  road  between  Elwin  road  and  Windsor  avenue 
could  be  laid  at  the  estimated  cost  of  $31,100  and  it  would  not  be 
necessary  to  build  the  connecting  link  in  Foster  road  between  Elwin 
road  and  Burpee  road  at  the  estimated  cost  of  $14,300  until  such 
time  as  houses  on  this  street  would  warrant  the  investment  at  which 
time  all  pipes  in  this  section  would  then  be  connected  with  the 
Swampscott  system  and  service  with  Lynn  discontinued.  Swampscott 
would  own  and  control  all  pipes  in  its  territory  and  service  water 
as  m  other  parts  of  the  town. 

This  is  a  possible  solution  dependent  upon  favorable  action  by 
the  town  of  Swampscott  and  the  City  of  Lynn.  Lacking  the  author- 
ity, we  have  not  consulted  with  the  Lynn  city  government  except  as 
aibove  reported  to  ascertain  the  facts. 

Our  by-laws  are  somewhat  different  from  those  of  the  town  of 
Saugus  and  if  provisions  were  made  to  lay  water  pipes  in  these  un- 
graded streets.  Chapter  6  Section  8  of  the  present  town  by-laws 
would  have  to  'be  amended,  the  streets  would  have  to  be  accepted 
would  be  advisable  to  adopt  section  25  of  chapter  82 
of  the  General  Laws. 


Sewers 

As  a  system  of  sewers  inevitably  follows  the  laying  of  water 
pipes,  even  though  a  number  of  years  may  elapse,  we  have  made  a 
casual  examination  of  the  sewer  problem  which  will  eventually  exist 
for  this  same  district. 

A  sewer  system,  unlike  a  water  system,  depends  upon  gravity 
to  collect  sewage  at  the  lowest  point  ready  for  disposal.  The  topog- 
raphy of  the  town  is  such  that  it  naturally  divides  Itself  into  three 
districts,  the  middle  district,  the  eastern  district  and  the  northwest- 
ern district. 

The  middle  district  includes  the  town  proper,  the  sewers  in 
which  are  mostly  completed,  and  the  sewage  runs  by  gravity  to  the 
pumping  station  where  it  is  pumped  out  to  sea.  This  district  extends 
easterly  to  the  divide  where  the  eastern  section  begins,  and  slopes 
towards  the  low  point  where  Beach  Bluff  avenue  intersects  Atlantic 
avenue  below  the  Hotel  Preston.  No  sewer  could  be  laid  in  this  dis- 
trict until  an  intercepting  sewer  had  been  laid  from  this  low  point 
back  to  the  pumping  station  into  which  the  street  sewers  could  dis- 
charge. Over  a  period  of  years,  spending  about  twenty  thousand 
dollars  a  year,  this  work  was  carried  on.  It  is  now  completed  and 
the  total  cost  was  about  ninety  thousand  dollars.  With  this  inter- 
cepting sewer  finished  the  main  street  sewers  are  gradually  being 
laid  in  this  district. 

The  northwestern  section  includes  the  Foster  Dam  district  and 
lies  beyond  the  divide  which  one  sees  looking  north  from  Jackson 
Park.  The  land  slopes  generally  towards  Western  avenue  and  Float- 
ing Bridge.  To  collect  sewage  at  a  low  point  in  this  district,  which 
low  point  would  be  northwest  of  the  dam  at  Foster's  Pond,  and  de- 
liver it  into  pipes  in  the  middle  section  leading  to  the  pumping  sta- 
tion would  mean  either  another  intercepting  gravity  sewer  for  this 
district,  or  a  pumping  station,  or  both.  With  this  problem  is  also 
related  the  size  of  the  pipes  running  down  Burrill  street  to  the 
Humphrey  street  intercepting  sewer,  and  whether  they  are  large 
enough  to  take  care  of  this  additional  burden.  This  Foster  Dam  dis- 
trict did  not  seem  to  have  been  seriously  considered  when  the  town's 
sewer  system  was  laid  out. 
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It  is  impossible,  without  an  exhaustive  engineering  study,  to 
estimate  the  exact  cost  of  this  work,  but  after  consultation  with  our 
town  engineer  who  has  carefully  examined  the  topography  of  this 
district,  it  would  seem  that  an  intercepting  sewer  would  eventually 
have  to  be  constructed  from  Burrill  street  through  Essex  street, 
across  Jackson  Park  and  then  by  some  route  to  be  subsequently  de- 
termined to  a  point  at  the  dam,  being  a  distance  of  about  five  thou- 
sand feet  and  the  estimated  cost  would  be  about  ninety-two  thousand 
dollars.  To  take  care  of  the  area  ibelow  the  dam  a  pumping  station 
would  have  to  be  built  and  equipped  to  lift  the  sewage  to  this  inter- 
cepting sewer,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars. These  amounts  being  for  the  main  sewer  itself  would  be  paid 
for  by  the  town  and  money  raised  by  direct  taxation. 

With  the  means  of  collecting  sewage  disposed  of,  then  the  main 
street  sewers  could  (be  laid  in  the  various  streets  throughout  this 
district  as  required,  but  not  before.  These  street  sewers,  in  accord- 
ance with  present  procedure  and  by-laws,  are  paid  for  one-half  by 
the  town  and  one-half  by  adjoining  property  owners. 

Eminent  Domain  and  Betterment  Assessments 

It  has  been  suggested  that  Windsor  avenue  and  Foster  road 
could  be  taken  iby  eminent  domain  and  betterments  assessed  as  pro- 
vided for  under  Chapter  80a  of  the  General  Laws.  To  proceed  along 
these  lines  would  lay  the  town  liable  for  damages,  even  though  no 
damages  were  awarded,  and  if  the  cost  of  the  construction  work 
amounted  to  $45,500  for  7695  feet  frontage  of  streets  the  assessment 
per  linear  foot  on  account  of  improvements  would  be  |5.90.  As  each 
lot  has  a  frontage  of  about  50  feet  the  betterment  tax  would  then  be 
about  $295.00  which  would,  in  the  last  analysis,  considering  the 
present  value  of  this  property,  amount  to  a  confiscation  of  the  land 
which  would  eventually  be  owned  by  the  town  on  account  of  non- 
payment of  the  betterment  tax  and  local  taxes^. 

These  proceedings  are  only  to  be  madre  use  of  in  coimecti(nr-with 
an  undertaking  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  community^  and  for  which 
there  is  urgent  need.  We  do  not  think  that  the  problem  in  the  Foster 
Dam  district  requires  such  drastia  action. 

Conclusions 

Under  the  foregoing  subjects  your  committee  has  reported  upon 
all  matters  pertaining  to  this  development  and  the  facts  would  be 
pertinent  to  any  similar  development  of  real  estate  in  town.  It  is 
evident  that  a  person  may  purchase  property  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town,  build  a  house  thereon  and  live  therein  suibject  to  the  by-laws 
of  the  town,  of  which  there  are  ample,  not  only  for  his  own  pro- 
tection but  for  the  protection  of  his  fellow  citizens.  These  facts 
were  well  covered  and  reported  upon  in  the  correspondence  with  the 
Honorable  Frank  G.  Allen,  former  governor,  and  with  the  State 
Board  of  Public  Health  and  were  well  known  by  all  parties  interested 
in  this  problem,  which  to  your  committee  seems  conclusive. 

We  do  not  find  any  condition  which  in  our  opinion  would  war- 
rant the  setting  aside  of  present  town  by-laws  or  procedure  which 
represent  a  background  of  eighty  years  of  town  government,  and 
under  which  the  town  has  thus  far  progressed.  We  therefore  do  not 
at  the  present  time  recommend  any  direct  appropriation  of  money  to 
build  roads  or  lay  water  pipes  in  the  Foster  Dam  section,  but  are 
content  to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  those  officials  who  under 
the  law  have  jurisdiction  over  these  matters. 

There  is  however,  a  matter  which  should  be  considered  in  con- 
nection with  this  particular  problem  and  that  is  the  policy  now  be- 
ing followed  by  the  United  States  Government  in  regard  to  financ- 
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ing  in  part  the  cost  of  certain  public  works.  We  have  consulted 
with  the  E.  R.  A.  officials  in  regard  to  what  could  be  done  towards 
constructing  roads  and  laying  water  pipes  in  this  district.  Their 
general  policy  under  the  P.  W.  A.  was  an  outright  and  absolute 
gift  of  30%  of  the  total  expenditures  incurred  for  the  payment  of 
labor  and  materials,  and  if  desired,  a  loan  for  the  balance,  for  which 
the  government  would  accept  4%  general  obligation  or  revenue  bond 
of  the  municipality  as  security.  Thousands  of  municipalities  through- 
out the  nation  applied  for  allotments  under  this  policy,  and  erected 
many  public  buildings  such  as  schools,  hospitals,  and  courts,  road 
improvements,  road  construction,  water  works  systems,  gas  distri- 
bution systems,  etc.  Congress  appropriated  between  two  and  three 
billions  of  dollars  for  this  purpose  and  that,  under  the  old  P.  W.  A. 
is  now  allotted  throughout  the  country. 

The  New  England  Water  Works  Association  is  an  organization 
of  engineers  and  superintendents  of  water  works  in  the  various  mu- 
nicipalities throughout  New  England.  Its  purpose  is  to  collect  data 
and  discuss  current  problems  in  connection  with  water  works  con- 
struction. The  following  neighbors  of  ours  are  represented  in  this 
association, — Rockport,  Gloucester,  Danvers,  Salem,  Peabody,  Lynn 
and  Marblehead. 

This  association  naturally  became  interested  s>.nd  acquainted  it- 
self v^th  the  various  bills  passed  by  Congress  affecting  muncipal- 
ities  in  regard  to  water  works.  On  August  18th,  1933,  they  sent  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  following  letter,  and  so  far  as  we  know 
no  action  has  been  taken. 

August  18,  1933

Recovery  Act 
Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : — 

It  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  that  the  Poster  Pond  sec- 
tion of  Swampscott  is  badly  in  need  of  water  supply  facilities.  As 
you  may  know,  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  (Title  II)  pro- 
vides a  method  of  Federal  financing  of  needed  public  works,  by  means 
of  a  grant  (which  would  not  have  to  be  paid  back)  of  30  per  cent, 
of  the!  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  and  a  loan  for  the  balance  of  the 
cost.  Our  committee  has  been  organized  to  further  needed  water 
works  improvements  in  New  England,  as  a  part  of  the  Nation-wide 
program  to  restore  normal  construction  activity  and  to  help  put 
men  back  to  work  quickly.  Should  you  desire  more  information  as 
to  the  procedure  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  the  Recovery  Act, 
we  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you.

The  present  system  operates  under  the  E.  R.  A.  and  we  under- 
stand that  under  this  policy  the  Government  pays  all  labor  costs. 
Although  the  percentage  and  therefore  the  costs  of  labor  on  several 
projects  would  probably  difi'er,  we  are  informed  that  the  average 
for  labor  could  be  fairly  termed  as  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  project, 
and  often  as  high  as  70%.  In  such  a  case  the  Government  would  be 
paying  at  least  one  half  the  cost,  and  sometimes  nearly  70%. 

This  seems  to  us  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  and  beneficial  policy 
if  it  could  be  made  available.  There  are  two  requisites  to  be  ful- 
filled before  the  Government  would  consider  giving  assistance, — 
First,  the  need  for  employment,  which  is  primary,  and  Second,  the 
need  of  the  project  itself.

We  have  been  assured  that  we  could  obtain  assistance  in  this 
project,  but  the  E.  R.  A.  authorities  will  only  deal  officially  with 
recognized  officials  of  the  municipality,  and  we  therefore  recommend 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  directed  by  this  town 
meeting  to  confer  directly  with  the  E.  R.  A.  officials  and  ascertain 
in  writing  what  the  Government  will  do  on  the  Foster  Dam  situa- 
tion under  two  projects,  the  first  project  to  lay  water  pipes  and 
construct  streets  therein,  the  second  project  to  extend  water  works 
by  placing  water  mains  in  streets  as  now  constructed,  and  further 
in  regard  to  both  projects  to  ascertain  what  the  town  would  be  re- 
quired to  do  legally  and  financially  in  each  case,  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen to  report  on  or  before  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

In  our  remarks  regarding  the  Saugus  situation  we  mentioned 
Section  25,  Chapter  82  of  the  General  Laws  which  is  as  follows: 

"In  a  town  which  accepts  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  has 
accepted  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws^  the  selectmen, 
road  commissioners  or  sewer  commissioners  may,  when  a  town  way 
is  laid  out,  relocated  or  altered,  enter  and  lay  sewers  and  water 
pipes  therein  before  possession  is  taken  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing such  way,  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  actually  constructed. 
Such  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  an  entry  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing the  way,  and  until  such  way  has  been  constructed,  sewer 
aissessments  shall  be  levied  only  upon  the  estates  of  persons  con- 
necting their  drains  with  such  sewers.  If  such  laying  out,  relo- 
cation or  alteration  becomes  void  under  the  provisions  of  section 
three  of  chapter  seventy-nine,  all  sewers  or  water  pipes  so  laid  there- 
in shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  legally  laid  and  placed  therein;  and 
damages  may  be  recovered  therefor  under  chapter  seventy-nine;  and 
the  right  to  recover  the  same  shall  accrue  when  such  laying  out, 
alteration  or  widening  becomes  void.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  cities." 

If  this  section  were  adopted  by  the  town,  it  would  remove  the 
necessity  of  streets  being  subgraded  under  Section  8,  Chapter  VI 
of  our  present  town  by-laws  and  enable  the  Water  Commissioners 
to  lay  water  pipes  in  unconstructed  streets  but  subject  to  theii*  pres- 
ent rules  and  regulations.  This  chapter  would  have  to  be  placed 
upon  the  ballot  to  be  acted  upon  by  all  voters.  We  recommend  its 
adoption  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  place  it  upon  the 
ballot  for  the  annual  town  election  in  1935.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board' 

-Qomplying  with  Chapter  26©,  Section  27  of  the  Acts  of  1933  a 
public  hearing  on  this  article  was  held  on  Octoiber  10,  1934,  after  due 
notice  was  given  in  the  Daily  Evening  Item,  a  newspaper  published 
in  and  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  town  of  Swampscott. 

This  petition  asks  for  the  changing  from  residential  to  business 
area  the  two  parcels  of  land  owned  by  Grace  S.  French  described  in 
the  warrant;  the  first  for  use  as  a  right  of  way,  and  the  second  for 
use  as  a  gasoline  station. 

A  similar  article  for  the  rezoning  of  this  property  was  before 
the  town  meeting  of  February  26,  1934,  at  which  time  the  Planning 
Board,  had  no  opportunity  to  hold  a  hearing  and  make  recommen- 
dations, and  the  article  was  unanimously  adopted  iby  the  Town  Meet- 
ing members. 

The  action  of  this  meeting  was  subsequently  declared  illegal, 
orwing  to  the  fact  that  the  Planning  Board  was  given  no  opportunity 
to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  this  article,  as  required  by  law. 

Another  similar  petition  in  reference  to  the  rezoning  of  this 
property  was  again  submitted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April 
4,  1934.  A  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Planning  Board  and  rec- 
ommendation made  to  the  Town  Meeting.  As  this  article  called  for 
the  rezoning  of  the  entire  property  and  the  petitioner  only  declared 
a  use  for  a  small  portion  of  the  property,  leaving  approximately 
30,000  square  feet  of  land  that  the  petitioner  wished  rezoned  for 
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business,  but  declared  no  specific  business  for  this  portion  of  the 
property. 

Although  the  board  appreciated  the  fact  that  the  petitioners 
were  sincere  in  their  request  in  asking  for  the  rezoning  of  the  entire 
property,  there  was  a  question  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the 
Planning  Board  as  to  what  future  use  the  balance  of  the  property 
might  be  put,  under  the  classification  of  business  purposes. 

While  the  members  felt  that  a  possible  hardship  was  being 
placed  upon  the  petitioner,  the  board  felt  that,  in  justice  to  the 
abutters,  and  the  immediate  property  owners  in  this  locality,  it  was 
duty-bound,  owing  to  this  uncertain  use  which  could  or  might  be 
made  of  the  remainder  of  the  property,  to  recommend  to  the  town 
meeting  members  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
postponed. 

Said  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  town  meeting. 

Another  petition  was  received  as  described  in  Article  8  of  the 
present  warrant,  requesting  a  public  hearing  on  this  rezoning  of 
the  portion  of  the  French  property  described  in  this  article. 

The  public  hearing  on  the  above  was  held  on  October  10,  1934, 
the  petitioner  being  represented  by  Mr.  Underwood  and  the  opposi- 
tion by  Mr.  Mahoney.  The  board  finds  on  the  evidence  and  very 
thorough  study  of  the  locality,  that  this  portion  of  Humphrey  street 
consists  mostly  of  property  which  is  non-conforming. 

The  erection  of  this  filling  station  and  the  consequent  improve- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  balance  of  the  property  will  result  in  a 
substantial  and  definite  benefit  to  all  residents  in  this  neighborhood. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board  to  improve  and  eliminate  all 
blighted  areas  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  town.  This  particular 
piece  of  property  is  considered  as  such  by  this  board  and  we  feel 
that  the  adoption  of  this  article  will  make  possible  the  removal  of 
at  least  one  blighted  area.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  rezoning  of  these 
particular  parcels  of  property  will  change  materially  the  general 
character  of  the  neighborhood  nor  will  it  tend  in  any  way  to  deplete 
the  value  of  the  surrounding  improved  or  unimproved  property. 
This  improvement  will  also  react  to  increase  the  safety  at  this  point, 
in  as  much  as  the  ledge  now  in  evidence  on  the  front  of  the  property 
is  a  menace  to  traffic  by  virtue  of  the  obstruction  to  view  caused  to 
motorists  either  on  Humphrey  street  or  to  those  entering  Humphrey 
street  from  Glen  road  or  Cardillo  terrace. 

Moreover,  the  general  tone  of  this  particular  location  is  that  of 
business  rather  than  purely  residential  and  it  is  possible  that  the 
continuance  of  a  regulation  which  might  be  construed  as  unreason- 
able would  appear  to  be  discrimination  and  an  abridgement  of  the 
rights  of  equal  opportunity. 

The  petitioners  have  filed  with  this  board  an  agreement  which 
we  incorporate  into  our  report  and  file  with  the  town.  Relying  upon 
the  condition  of  the  fulfillment  of  this  agreement,  we  recommend  as 
follows: 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  request,  if 
granted  by  the  town  meeting,  would  tend  to  improve  the  safety, 
health,  convenience  and  welfare  not  only  of  this  particular  locality 
but  to  the  town  as  a  whole.  We  therefore  recommend  that  this  article 
be  adopted.

To  vote  Yes  or  No  on  the  following  questions: 
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Question  No.  1— 4j,aw  submitted  upon  referendum  petition.  Shall 
a  law  described  as  follows: 

This  law  amends  General  Laws,  chapter  131,  as  previously 
amended,  by  repealing  section  10'5a  thereof  and  adding  thereto  three 
new  sections,  105b,  105c,  and  114a. 

Section  105b  provides  that  whoever  uses  any  trap  or  other  de- 
vice for  capture  of  fur  bearing  animals,  which  is  not  designed  to  kill 
such  animal  at  once  or  to  take  it  unhurt  and  which  is  likely  to  cause 
continued  suffering  to  an  animal  caught  therein,  shall  be  fined  fifty 
dollars,  but  traps  or  other  devices  for  protection  of  property,  set 
not  more  than  fifty  yards  from  any  building,  cultivated  plot,  or  en- 
closures used  for  rearing  poultry  or  game  birds,  to  the  use  of  which 
the  presence  of  vermin  may  be  detrimental,  are  excluded  from  the 
application  of  this  section. 

Section  105c  provides  for  the  submission  to  the  voters  at  a  mu- 
nicipal election  in  any  city  or  town  upon  petition,  of  the  question,  of 
whether  the  operation  of  section  105b  shall  be  suspended  or  if  it  has 
been  already  suspended,  of  the  question  whether  it  shall  again  be 
operative  in  such  city  or  town. 

Section  114a  provides  that  the  Commissioner  of  Conservation 
may  suspend  the  operation  of  section  105b  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days  within  any  specified  territory  under  the  control  of  his 
department. 

The  law  also  provides  for  the  submission,  by  the 
selectmen  to  the  voters  at  a  special  town  meeting  in 
the  current  year,  upon  petition,  of  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  provisions  of  section  105b  shall  be  sus- 
pended in  any  town;  and  which  was  approved  by  both 
branches  of  the  General  Court  by  vote  not  recorded,  be 
approved  ?

(c)  If  he  desires  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  and  all  alcoholic 
beverages  herein,  he  will  vote  "NO"  on  both  questions.

Sir:  As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1  to 
December  31,  1933,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving"  and  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked 
for  the  period  of  the  audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  offices  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  com- 
pared with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's  books,  while  the  recorded  dis- 
bursements were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
such  payments  and  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

An  analysis  of  the  accountant's  ledg"er  was  made,  a  trial  balance 
was  taken  off,  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  the  necessary 
adjusting  entries  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report  was  prepared,  showing"  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  as  of  December  31,  1933. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with 
the  accountant's  books,  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  to\\Ti,  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which 
money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked 
with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds 
and  with  the  accountant's  books.  The  cash  balance  on  February  26, 
1934,  was  verified  by  a  reconciliation  of  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit  and  by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investments  of  the 
several  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treas- 
urer were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the 
disbursements  were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments, 
as  well  as  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable,  were  ver- 
ified. The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  abatements, 
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and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant's  ledger.  A  further  verification  of  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  re- 
plies received  thereto  indicating  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  deeds  representing  the  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  were 
examined  and  listed.  Arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  town 
treasurer  toward  the  foreclosure  of  rights  of  redemption  of  prop- 
erty held  under  tax  titles  for  a  period  of  over  two  years. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
proved  and  payments  to  the  town  and  to  the  State  were  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  rent  of  the  town  hall,  library  fines, 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  the  police,  school,  park  and  cem- 
etery departments,  and  from  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  se- 
lectmen, the  building  and  plum.bing  inspectors,  and  the  health  de- 
partment were  examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  verified  and 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  account- 
ant's books. 

The  records  of  water  liens  established  by  the  water  department 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  treasurer,  town  clerk,  and  town 
collector  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  collector's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the  condition  of  the  sev- 
eral trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Gentlemen:  I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  Janu- 
ary 1  to  June  30,  1934,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to 
me  by  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 

of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period 

from  January  1  to  June  30,  1934,  and  submit  the  following  report 

thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  were 
examined  and  checked  for  the  period  of  the  audit. 

The  town  accountant's  books  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
receipts  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book 
and  with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer. 
The  payments  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  record 
of  disbursements,  and  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the 
expenditure  of  town  funds. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  drawn  off,  the 
necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and 
a  trial  balance  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  June 
30,  1934,  was  prepared  and  is  herewith  appended. 

The  appropriations  as  recorded  on  the  town  clerk's  record  book 
were  listed  and  checked  to  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  treasurer's  office  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  checked  with 
the  town  collector's  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  with  the 
accountant's  books,  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  the  town 
received  money,  while  the  disbursements  were  compared  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants  and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  balance  as  shown  on  the  cash  book  on  July  28,  1933, 
was  verified  by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  and  by  a 
reconciliation  of  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town 
funds  are  deposited. 

The  treasurer's  record  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  was  ex- 
amined, checked,  listed,  and  proved  to  jthe  accountant's  record. 

The  town  collector's  books  and  accounts  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  were  verified 
by  a  comparison  with  the  warrants  issued  by  the  board  of  assessors 
for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the 
commitment  books  and  with  the  accountant's  ledger,  the  abatements 
were  compared  with  the  assessors'  record  of  abatements  granted, 
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and  the  oustanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  ac- 
countant's ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  summaries  of  the  tax,  water,  and 
departmental  accounts  receivable. 

The  town  clerk's  record  of  doig  licenses  issued  on  behalf  of  the 
county,  and  of  sporting  licenses,  the  receipts  of  which  are  paid  to 
the  State,  were  examined  and  compared  with  the  amounts  due  and 
paid  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being 
verified. 

The  selectmen's  record  of  licenses  granted  was  checked  with 
the  record  of  cash  received  from  this  source,-  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  the  cash  on  hand  being  verified. 

The  selectmien's  record  of  licenses  granted  was  checked  with  the 
record  of  cash  received  from  this  source,  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer and  the  cash  on  hand  being  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  and  accounts  mentioned,  the  rec- 
ards  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  were 
examined  and  checked. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  summaries  of  the 
several  departmental  accounts. 

In  examining  the  records  of  receipts  of  the  cemetery  department, 
it  was  noted  that  fees  collected  for  opening  graves  have  been  re- 
tained by  the  superintendent  in  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the 
board  of  selectmen  on  December  29,  1927.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
full  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  superintendent  as  his  compensation  for 
^  services  rendered  be  fixed,  and  that  all  amounts  collected  by  him  be 
'  paid  into  the  town  treasury  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  officials  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  co-operation  was  received  from 
all  officials  and  clerks,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

COMMITTEE'S  REPORT  FOR  1934 

The  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1934:— 

Finances 

The  committee  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  kept  well  with- 
in the  appropriation  during  the  past  year  despite  rising  prices  for 
practically  all  supplies  and  that  it  has  an  unexpended  balance  at 
the  end  of  the  year  of  $2,594.25.  The  budget  asked  for  1935  is 
11,257.46  less  than  the  amount  appropriated  for  1934.  Your  com- 
mittee feels  that  these  facts  give  an  indication  of  its  efforts  to  op- 
erate the  schools  with  all  possible  economy  consistent  with  proper 
educational  facilities  for  our  children.

School  Buildings 


One  of  the  important  duties  of  the  committee  is  not  only  to  see 
that  the  school  buildings  are  kept  in  condition  to  comply  with  the 
state  laws  as  to  fire  protection,  health  and  sanitation,  but  also  to 
see  that  by  proper  care  and  repairs  they  are  kept  from  depreciation. 
A' fact  not  generally  known  is  that  in  1931  three  of  the  schools  did 
not  have  the  certificate  of  fitness  issued  by  the  Commonwealth  to 
school  buildings  that  complied  in  all  respects-  with  the  laws  and  reg- 
ulations affecting  such  buildings.  A  new  superintendent  was  select- 
ed in  the  spring  of  1931  who,  in  co-operation  with  the  then  exist- 
ing committee  and  by  diligent  attention  to  this  feature,  succeeded 
in  regaining  for  all  the  schools,  by  June,  1932,  certificates  of  fitness, 
which  are  still  retained. 

Minor  repairs  have  been  made  this  year  in  all  of  the  buildings 
as  needed.  The  leaks  through  the  brick  work  and  artificial  stone 
at  the  Hadley  School,  and  in  the  brick  work  at  the  High  School, 
have  been  repaired,  and  the  heavy  rains  of  the  past  fall  provided 
an  excellent  test  to  prove  tliat  both  buildings  are  now  weather-proof. 
This  has  enabled  us  to  do  some  painting  that  has  made  the  stairway 
at  the  High  School  less  unsightly,  and  to  re-plaster  and  paint  the 
two  rooms  at  the  Hadley  School  that  showed  the  worst  effects  of  the 
leakage.  In  September  of  this  year  the  principals  of  the  schools 
told  us  that  the  school  buildings  were  in  better  condition  than  they 
had  been  within  their  recollection. 

At  the  High  School  we  are  seriously  handicapped  by  lack  of 
space.  A  visitor  would  be  somewhat  surprised  to  find  the  library 
filled  up  by  pupils  who  have  no  apparent  need  to  be  there,  and  to 
find  boys  working  on  problems  in  mathematics  at  the  tables  in  the 
lunch  room.  The  explanation  is  simple:  there  is  no  other  room 
for  them. 

The  Superintendent  has  submitted  to  the  committee  a  plan  for 
helping  these  conditions  next  year,  as  follows: 

1.  Fit  up  the  annex  formerly  used  for  manual  training  for  a 
room  for  drawing. 

2.  Remove  the  partition  between  the  present  drawing  room  and 
the  stockroom  and  make  this  the  library. 

3.  Remove  the  stock  room  to  the  room  now  used  as  a  library. 

4.  Move  the  physics  laboratory  to  the  room  used  for  chemistry. 
We  think  this  plan  should  be  adopted  and  that  the  amount  of 

money  necessary  for  it,  namely  $1,400,  should  be  provided  in  next 
year's  appropriation. 


The  only  change  or  addition  in  the  courses  of  instruction  con- 
templated for  the  ensuing  year  is  the  establishment  of  an  office 
machine  department  in  the  commercial  course  at  the  High  School. 
The  committee  feels  the  commercial  course  requires  strengthening 
in  this  particular,  in  order  that  the  graduates  may  enter  the  mod- 
em business  world  equipped  with  a  good  working  knowledge  of  of- 
fice machine  operation. 


Courses  of  Instruction 
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Teachers 

There  have  been  very  few  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  in  the 
past  few  years.  Out  of  a  total  of  70  teachers,  62  are  now  on  ten- 
ure, that  is,  they  have  held  their  positions  for  three  or  more  years. 

The  new  teachers  have  been  selected  with  care,  and  every  ef- 
fort has  been  made  to  get  the  best  out  of  a  large  number  of  appli- 
cants. In  this  matter  we  must  rely  to  a  great  extent  on  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Superintendent.  Up  to  the  present  it  has  been  excel- 
lent. 

With  a  view  to  economy  we  have,  in  the  past  three  years, 
dropped  some  of  the  teachers  who  were  not  urgently  needed,  par- 
ticularly in  the  Junior  High  School,  and  a  majority  of  the  commit- 
tee believe  that  we  have  not  impaired  the  efficiency  of  the  schools 
in  so  doing.  In  this  way,  largely,  the  cost  per  pupil  in  the  Junior 
High  School  has  been  reduced  from  $143.56  in  the  year  1931-2  to 
$122.03  in  the  year  1933-4.  Some  of  the  commitee  believe  that  there 
is  still  an  opportunity  for  a  saving  in  this  respect. 

High  School 

The  question  of  a  new  high  school  is  always  before  us.  A  visit 
to  the  present  building,  while  the  school  is  in  session,  will  convince 
any  interested  person  of  this  fact.  For  the  past  three  years  the 
committee,  recognizing  that  conditions  made  a  new  school  impos- 
sible, have  not  urged  the  question.  Today  there  seems  to  be  a 
definite  movement  on  foot  to  build  a  new  high  school  in  Phillips  Park, 
but,  strange  to  say,  at  the  date  of  the  preparation  of  this  report 
(January  10)  neither  the  committee  nor  the  superintendent  has  been 
consulted  in  regard  to  it.  While  the  committee  does  not  intend  to 
take  a  definite  position  on  this  question,  we  think  it  appropriate  to 
point  out  some  of  the  facts  that  deserve  serious  consideration. 

1.  The  old  high  school,  while  altogether  outgrown  as  a  high 
school,  is  still  serviceable,  and  can  be  used  for  many  years 
for  one  of  the  elementary  schools.  That  is,  the  number  of 
pupils  in  each  of  the  elementary  schools  is  about  200,  and 
in  the  High  School  about  400.  In  the  elementary  schools 
the  questions  of  gymnasium,  laboratory,  library,  and  lunch 
room  lose  much  of  their  importance.  If  a  new  school  were 
built  in  Phillips  Park  it  would  probably  mean  that  the  pres- 
ent high  school  would  be  abandoned. 

2.  For  economy  of  operation,  a  new  high  school  should  be  com- 
bined with  the  junior  high.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
committee  should  acquire  the  Chick  property  that  adjoins 
the  Hadley  School,  build  the  High  School  on  this  lot,  using 
the  present  school  for  one  of  the  walls  of  the  new  build- 
ing, and  move  the  elementary  school  to  the  old  High  School. 
There  are  good  arguments  both  for  and  against  this  plan, 
but,  under  the  present  circumstances,  it  seems  unnecessary 
to  consider  them  in  detail. 

School  Regulations 

The  committee  also  adopted  a  set  of  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  government  of  our  schools,  copies  of  which  have  been  printed 
and  are  available  to  citizens  at  the  Sup erinten tent's  office.  Thus, 
for  the  first  time,  within  memory  of  any  present  member  of  the 
committee,  there  is  now  a  procedure  set  up  for  the  conduct  of  the 
committee's  meetings  and  definite  rules  for  the  guidance  of  super- 
visors, teachers,  janitors  and  others  having  to  do  with  school  bus- 
iness. The  only  matters  requiring  particular  mention  in  this  report 
are  the  paragraph  which  gives  the  superintendent  the  power,  at 
his  discretion,  to  cause  a  no-school  signal  to  be  sounded  in  stormy 
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weather,  and  the  paragraphs  that  restrict  the  employment  of  mar- 
ried women  as  teachers  in  the  schools. 

In  closing  the  committee  desires  to  commend  the  Superintendent 
for  his  close  application  to  duty  during  the  past  year  and  the  co- 
operation he  has  extended  to  the  committee,  particularly  in  the 
matter  of  closely  supervising  all  costs.  We  feel  also  that  the  teach- 
ing force  has  performed  as  a  whole  very  efficiently  during  the  year. 
We  desire  to  particularly  commend  the  janitorial  force  for  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  maintained  buildings  and  grounds.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Swampscott 
Mrs.  Ingelfinger  and  Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  the 
public  schools  of  Swampscott. 

The  continued  definite  trend  toward  the  reduction  of  the  costs 
of  public  enterprises  during  the  year  has  been  reflected  within  this 
department.  From  a  high  point  of  §203,175.00  in  1932,  our  budget 
for  1934  was  reduced  to  S194,353.00.  Even  this  was  decreed  too  high 
by  the  finance  committee,  and  an  item  of  about  84,000.00  for  better 
quarters  for  Manual  Arts  was  omitted,  so  that  our  actual  appropria- 
tion ultimately  became  $190,108.46.  We  have  kept  within  this  appro- 
priation and  are  returning  an  unexpended  balance  to  the  town  treas- 
ury. Our  requests  for  1935  are  reduced  to  a  still  lower  level — 
$188,926.00. 

The  trend  of  our  costs  has  been  definitely  and  abruptly  down 
since  the  school  year  1931-1932.  Per  pupil  costs  at  the  High  School 
have  dropped  from  $155.26  to  S131.28  and  at  the  Junior  High  from 
$143.56  to  $122.03;  and  while  the  Elementary  School  costs  this  year 
apparently  rose  $1.75  to  S85.53,  the  increase  was  due  to  replace- 
ment costs  of  over  S5.00  a  pupil  for  the  Clarke  School  heating  plant, 
leaving  an  actual  decrease,  except  for  that  unusual  item,  of  about 
$3.25. 

The  means  of  arriving  at  this  result  have  been  careful  atten- 
tion to  small  expenditures,  and  the  continuance  of  certain  determined 
economy  measures.  Alone  among  all  town  departments  with  one 
possible  exception,  the  members  of  our  staff  bore  a  salary  reduc- 
tion for  a  full  year  instead  of  for  forty- two  weeks.  Our  contrib- 
utory scheme  went  into  effect  in  February,  1933,  and  extended  to 
February,  1934,  we  thereby  being  the  first  department  to  institute 
the  movement  and  the  last  to  abandon  it. 

There  has  been  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  department 
employees,  in  that  the  position  of  librarian  at  the  Junior  High 
School  has  been  done  away  with  and  the  library  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  a  teacher  engaged  primarily  in  classroom  work.  I 
trust  this  may  be  considered  a  temporary  and  emergency  measure, 
and  that  the  library  at  that  school  and  at  the  Senior  High  School 
may  ultimately  be  expanded  to  the  point  that  you  will  feel  justified 
in  again  ensraging  a  qualified  librarian  to  serve  these  two  libraries 
in  combination. 

All  in  all,  our  present  full-time  teaching  force  is  seven  teach- 
ers less  than  it  was  in  1931.    How  much  further  such  reduction  can 
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be  carried  is  not  evident,  but  there  are  signs  of  shrinkage  in  the 
elementary  grades.  Our  school  census  shows  a  falling  off  in  pupils 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen  of  approximately  12%  since 
1931,  most  of  it  in  children  from  five  to  seven  years  old.  Presum- 
ably this  means  smaller  classes  in  the  lower  grades.  The  one  el- 
ement standing  in  the  way  of  organizing  these  classes  morel  econom- 
ically is  the  residential  distribution  of  the  members.  We  have  tried 
to  maintain  school  zones  by  considering  Pleasant  street,  Monument 
avenue  and  Walker  road,  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  tracks 
as  boundary  lines.  Each  zone  contains  one  elementary  school  for 
the  pupils  of  the  zones  to  attend.  Each  year,  however,  the  neces- 
sity has  arisen  of  transferring  pupils  in  one  grade  or  another  to 
some  other  school,  temporarily,  to  avoid  congestion.  This  has  been 
accepted  by  parents  without  serious  protest  for  the  most  part  when 
they  have  understood  the  reasons,  but  it  is  not  reasonable  to  ask 
them  to  send  their  children  by  one  school  to  attend  the  next.  Hence, 
from  time  to  time  congestion  arises  at  one  part  of  the  town  that 
might  be  overcome  to  our  financial  advantage  if  certain  pupils  lived 
elsewhere;  but  since  we  have  to  take  them  where  they  are,  obvious- 
ly, then,  shrinkage  in  census  or  enrollment  does  not  mean  necessar- 
ily a  chance  to  decrease  the  teaching  force  unless  that  shrinkage 
takes  place  in  areas  bearing  very  definite  relationships  to  school  lo- 
cations. 

It  is  my  belief  that  elimination  of  activities  and  reductions  in 
force  should  not  be  made  wholesale  but  accomplished  gradually. 
Complete  turnovers  in  policies  and  reductions  that  strike  at  funda- 
mentals produce  shocks  that  effect  the  whole  system  unfavorably. 
After  all,  in  matter  of  education,  we  are  dealing  with  futures  even 
more  than  with  present  conditions.  What  we  do  today  may  save 
us  a  few  immediate  dollars,  and  it  may  at  the  same  time  have  a 
lasting  harmful  effect  on  the  lives  of  the  children  with  whom  we 
are  dealing.  The  former  can  be  proved  by  bookkeeping,  but  the 
latter  is  beyond  our  power  to  compute  for  several  years  to  come. 
I  trust  that  we  may  proceed  with  moderation,  and  keep  our  eyes  on 
cur  own  problems  rather  than  follow  blindly  patterns  cut  to  fit  the 
predicaments  of  others. 


A  year  ago  last  September  our  Manual  Arts  department  for 
High  School  boys  was  moved  to  the  Hadley  School  shops.  The  year 
of  experimenting  and  adjusting  has  passed  and  at  present  we  seem 
to  be  settled  on  a  course  that  should  attain,  and  I  believe  already 
is  attaining,  more  satisfactory  results  than  have  been  possible  at 
any  previous  time.  Our  principal  handicap,  as  always,  is  lack  of 
space,  particularly  storage  space  where  unfinished  projects  can  be 
kept  safe  from  injury  or  loss.  It  is  a  peculiarity  that  those  who 
plan  school  shops  never  seem  to  provide  space  enough  for  that  es- 
sential purpose — in  our  particular  case,  none  whatsoever.  We  have 
already  overflowed  into  unused  space  in  adjacent  toilet  rooms. 

The  further  organization  of  this  department  should  be  to  bring 
the  allied  subjects  of  Shop  Mathematics  and  Mechanical  Drawing 
directly  into  the  department.  What  study  we  have  made  of  the 
situation  seems  to  indicate  that  teacher  time  might  be  used  to  great- 
er advantage  by  such  an  arrangement,  and  a  closer  relationship 
established  between  the  branches  than  now  exists. 

Late  in  the  fall  I  reported  to  you  what  seemed  to  me  to  be  the 
logical  step  to  take  when  you  should  desire  to  extend  the  activities 
of  the  Commercial  Department  at  the  high  school  in  line  with  the 
best  thought  on  the  subject,  namely,  the  establishment  of  an  office 
machine  branch  of  instruction,  to  be  of  equal  standing  with  the 
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stenographic  and  accounting  branches  now  existing.  The  demand 
for  machine  clerical  workers,  we  are  advised,  is  greater  than  the 
demand  either  for  stenographers  or  for  accountants  as  such.  You 
have  determined  that  this  recommendation  shall  go  into  effect  in 
September,  and  we  are  already  planning  to  that  end.  Since  it  ap- 
peared that  the  normal  growth  of  the  Commercial  Department  would 
doubtless  require  the  addition  of  a  teacher  by  that  time,  this  move 
does  not  mean  the  addition  of  a  teacher  that  might  not  otherwise  be 
needed. 

It  does,  however,  mean  the  necessity  for  more  room,  and  this, 
I  believe,  is  possible  by  making  the  chemistry  laboratory  serve  as  a 
physics  laboratory  as  well.  While  not  ideal,  such  an  expedient  is  not 
a  serious  handicap  in  view  of  the  obvious  greater  inconveniences 
we  are  putting  up  with  in  the  high  school  building.  The  space 
gained  will  provide  us  with  a  classroom  in  which  the  additional 
teacher  may  hold  her  classes. 

In  this  connection,  may  I  point  out  that  the  facilities  of  the 
school  might  be  further  improved  at  small  expense  by  renovating 
the  cubicle  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  main  building  and  by  removing 
a  partition  now  standing  between  the  stock  room  and  the  inade- 
quate art  room.  We  could  then  move  the  Art  Department  to  the 
cubicle,  with  quarters  about  four  tim^es  as  large  as  at  present,  use 
the  enlarged  room  thus  vacated  for  a  library,  doubling  our  space, 
and  locate  the  stock  room  conveniently  next  door  to  the  office. 

With  rumors  again  in  the  air  relative  to  a  new  high  school 
building,  it  may  on  first  thought  appear  that  little  or  no  money 
should  be  expended  on  this  building.  However,  the  building  is  struc- 
turally substantial,  and  is  in  better  condition  than  for  some  years 
back  due  to  the  renovating  it  has  received  in  the  last  three  years. 
Its  fault  is  that  it  is  wholly  inadequate  in  the  facilities  a  modern 
high  school  should  provide  and  that  its  antiquated  architecture  does 
not  lend  itself  to  alteration  or  enlargement.  That  is  not  true  as 
regards  its  use  as  an  elementary  school,  for  which  it  might  be  used 
practically  as  it  stands.  It  is  so  located  that  thirty  percent,  more 
grade  school  children  live  within  half  a  mile  of  it  than  do  within  a 
like  distance  of  the  Hadley  Elementary  School.  An  undeveloped 
tract  suitable  for  home  building  is  close  at  hand.  It  appears  to  me 
that  any  plan  for  a  high  school  should  seriously  consider,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  economical  treatment  of  the  problem,  the  use  of  this  build- 
ing as  a  grade  school.  With  this  in  view  small  expenditures  for 
improvements  in  it  are  not  in  the  nature  of  waste. 

Reporting  on  affairs  at  the  Senior  High  School,  Mr.  Gray  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  enrollment  this  year  is  418,  and  that 
about  105  will  be  graduated  in  June.  On  that  basis  he  is  doubtless 
correct  in  expecting  a  larger  enrollment  next  year,  since  there  are 
141  members  in  grade  9  at  the  Junior  High  School  and  some  others 
to  enter  from  St.  John's  School. 

Commenting  on  the  college  entrance  situation,  he  has  shown 
that  of  all  examinations  taken  in  June  in  only  two  did  pupils  fail 
contrary  to  the  expectations  of  the  school  faculty.  Since  we  have 
no  way  of  preventing  from  taking  examinations  those  not  qualified, 
it  must  always  happen  that  some  whom  we  cannot  recommend  will 
be  examined  and  fail.  Mr.  Gray  further  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  first  semester — the  most  difficult  that  a  pupil  has 
to  pass  through — 89%  of  all  marks  received  by  students  who  en- 
tered colleges  from  Swampscott  High  School  in  1934  were  average 
or  better,  and  only  one  out  of  a  hundred  was  below  the  passing  point. 

Graduates  of  the  class  of  1934  are  representino-  Swampscott  in 
Bates,  Bowdoin,  Connecticut,  Dartmouth,  Earlham,  Norwich,  North- 
eastern, Princeton,  Skidmore  and  Smith. 
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Relative  to  the  general  problems  of  high  school  education,  Mr. 
Gray  writes: 

^  "The  financial  depression  has  caused  many  people  to  consider 
seriously  whether  or  not  the  great  and  unique  social  experiment  of 
offering  free  high  school  education  to  all  young  people  should  be 
continued.  Some  think  that  we  cannot  afford  it,  while  others  be- 
lieve that  the  disappointing  outcomes  of  secondary  education  do  not 
justify  the  expense. 

"High  school  education  has  undergone  a  igreat  change.  It  used 
to  be  a  privilege  for  a  few;  now  it  is  demanded  as  a  sort  of  inalien- 
able right  for  the  multitude.  It  has  become  the  fashion  and  is  taken 
for  granted.  As  a  result  of  this  attitude,  perhaps,  there  has  de- 
veloped a  sort  of  flippancy  among  high  school  pupils  toward  study. 
With  many,  a  high  school  education  is  no  longer  a  gateway  to  a 
career;  it  is  merely  an  incident.  Consequently  there  is  little  regard 
for  intellectual  training  and  very  little  strenuous  effort. 

"To  induce  seriousness  among  its  pupils,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  the  American  high  school  might  dismiss  indolents.  Depriving 
a  few  of  the  privilege  of  a  high  school  education  might  inculcate 
a  greater  spirit  of  earnestness  in  the  others.  Of  course,  there  are 
serious  objections'  to  the  policy  of  excluding  pupils  of  any  type  from 
tax-supported  high  schools.  It  may  be  that  a  reorganization  of 
society  outside  the  schools  must  precede  the  renewal  of  a  spirit 
of  earnestness  among  high  school  pupils.  Certainly,  if  society  will 
demand  of  young  people  earnest  devotion  to  their  studies,  the  schools 
will  be  raised  immediately  to  a  new  level  of  efficiency.  This  may 
well  be  one  of  the  beneficient  outcomes  of  the  present  demand  for 
economy." 

While  this  quotation  was  intended  as  a  general  comment,  a  close 
application  might  be  made  of  it  to  our  own  immediate  situation. 


There  have  been  few  changes  in  our  teaching  force.  Miss 
Esther  Chorover  is  replacing  Miss  Agnes  Santry,  resigned,  as  ac- 
companist to  the  Supervisor  of  Music.  Miss  Alice  Durgin  and  Miss 
Margaret  Durgin  are  both  on  leave  of  absence.  Miss  Dora  Magoni 
is  assistant  at  the  Machon  School  in  place  of  Miss  Thacher,  who  is 
transferred  to  the  Hadley.  Miss  Ilah  Spinney  resigned  from  the 
High  School  early  in  December  to  be  married,  and  Miss  Mary  Mal- 
lery  has  come  from  Provincetown  to  take  her  place.  As  the  year 
closes,  Miss  Florence  Knutson  leaves  us  to  accept  a  more  desirable 
position  at  Concord,  Mass. 


It  was  a  pleasure  for  this  department  to  accept  as  a  gift  from 
Mr.  Daniel  Knowlton  an  unusual  collection  of  mounted  specimens 
of  birds,  which  are  now  in  the  rapidly  growing  museum  of  the  Junior 
High  School.  The  collection  was  made  over  fifty  years  ago  and 
was  the  handiwork  of  Mr.  Knowlton's  father.  It  contains  specimens 
of  some  birds  now  extremely  rare  or  actually  extinct,  such  as  the 
Hooded  Mergauser  and  the  Passenger  Pigeon. 


Whatever  the  success  or  achievement  that  may  have  attended 
the  work  of  the  past  year,  may  I  point  out  to  you  that  it  has  been 
the  result  of  wholehearted  co-operation  from  every  member  of  this 
department.  I  would  be  ungrateful,  indeed,  if,  in  view  of  the  sup- 
port I  have  received  from  them,  I  should  overlook  the  opportunity 
to  call  this  fact  to  your  attention.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 
Dear  Sir: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you  at  this  time  my  third  annual 
report  as  school  nurse  and  attendance  adjuster. 

While  we  are  justly  proud  of  our  enviable  health  record  we  are 
also  conscious  of  an  alarming  increase  in  heart  disease,  a  condition 
general  throughout  the  northern  states  and  Canada.  This  disease  is 
very  difficult  to  combat  since  it  comes  from  so  many  sources  and 
requires  a  great  deal  of  individual  attention  as  well  as  rest  and  men- 
tal relaxation  in  order  that  one  may  find  the  limit  of  one's  efficiency 
without  fatigue.  It  is  hard  to  bring  about  this  condition  in  the  aver- 
age home  today  because  of  its  constant  confusion  and  ever  present 
radio  programs.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  a  large  percentage 
of  these  children  must  meet  the  ordinary  strain  of  adult  life  with  a 
decided  handicap.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1934,  together  with  those  of  its  various  offi- 
cers : 

During  the  year  six  hundred  and  thirty-three  cases  of  communi- 
cable diseases  have  been  reported.  Five  hundred  and  forty-nine  of 
the  cases  were  reported  during  the  first  six  months.  Chicken  pox, 
measles,  mumps  and  whooping  cough  have  been  the  predominating 
diseases  this  year.  No  deaths  resulted  from  any  of  the  diseases  men- 
tioned. 

Ten  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  reported  and  two  deaths 
have  occurred.  Five  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Essex  Sanatorium, 
one  to  North  Reading  and  one  to  Lakeville  Sanatorium  for  treat- 
ment. Six  patients  have  been  discharged  from  the  Essex  Sanatorium 
to  continue  treatment  at  home. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  completed  its  work  under  the  State's  Ten 
Year  Tuberculosis  Program,  this  year.  However,  the  examination  and 
supervision  of  the  children  that  have  been  attending  the  clinics  will 
not  be  discontinued,  as  arrangements  have  already  been  made  to 
have  the  work  continue  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  Dr. 
Olin  S.  Pettingill,  Superintendent  of  Essex  Sanatorium,  who  is  a 
recognized  authority  on  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

Forty-three  persons  have  been  bitten  by  dogs  and  one  person 
attacked  and  bitten  by  a  cat  during  the  year.  All  cases  have  been 
duly  reported  to  the  Inspector  of  Animals,  who  ordered  the  owners 
to  restrain  their  dog  or  cat  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  as  required 
by  law. 

In  accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  State  Commissioner 
of  Public  Health  and  in  co-operation  with  surrounding  cities  and 
towns,  an  effort  was  made  to  interest  dog  owners  in  having  their 
pets  inoculated  against  rabies.  All  registered  dog  owners  were  in- 
terviewed and  free  clinics  were  held  during  the  month  of  July,  with 
the  result  that  approximately  200  dogs  were  inoculated  either  at 
the  clinics  or  privately. 

Two  hundred  eighty-four  children  in  the  first  three  grades  of 
the  public  and  parochial  schools  have  been  given  the  Schick  Test 
and  immunizing  doses  of  toxoid  given  those  found  to  be  susceptible 
to  diphtheria.  Twelve  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and 
four  years  have  also  been  immunized  against  the  disease. 

Pre-school  clinics  were  held  during  the  month  of  May  and  many 
of  the  defects  found  during  the  examinations  were  remedied  before 
the  children  entered  school  in  September. 

All  children  in  the  elementary  grades  have  been  given  their  us- 
ual dental  examinations. 

The  grading  of  Phillips  Park  has  not  only  greatly  improved  the 
appearance  of  the  property  but  has  eliminated  a  condition  that  was 
a  continual  source  of  complaint  and  a  source  of  annoyance  and  dis- 
comfort to  those  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  park.  Dumping  is  now 
carried  on  there  in  a  satisfactory  and  systematic  manner. 

The  situation  at  Swampscott  Highlands  still  continues  to  be  a 
matter  of  great  concern  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  installation 
of  water  pipes  in  that  section  will  be  presented  to  the  proper  ERA 
authorities  as  a  work  project  and  every  effort  made  to  secure  their 
approval  of  the  same. 

The  beaches  have  been  exceptionally  well  cared  for  this  year, 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 
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New  bids  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage  from  January 
1,  1935,  to  December  31,  1937,  were  advertised  for  and  when  opened 
and  read  m  the  office  of  the  board  on  November  22,  1934,  were 
found,  as  follows:

Dental  Clinic 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Dental  Clinic  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934: 

Every  child  of  the  six  elementary  grades  was  examined  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and  the  parents  were  notified  if  any  atten- 
tion was  needed.  A  parent  was  sent  the  regular  card  to  express  his 
desire  to  have  the  work  done  at  the  clinic  or  elsewhere.  Three  hun- 
dred and  ninety  children  returned  cards  requesting  that  the  work 
be  done  and  all  necessary  dental  work  has  been  done  in  each  case. 

Another  midyear  examination  was  made  as  a  checkup  and  re- 
vealed that  most  of  the  children  not  attending  the  clinic  went  to 
the  family  dentist  but  there  is  a  small  percentage  who  do  not  have 
any  dentistry  done. 

Some  people  do  not  realize  the  tremendous  amount  of  work 
accomplished  at  the  clinic  and  do  not  understand  that  when  the 
cards  are  returned  to  the  clinic,  the  whole  year's  work  is  laid  out 
and  it  is  months  before  some  of  the  children  are  reached.  This  is 
unavoidable  and  explains  why  all  children  can  not  be  attended  to  at 
once.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending- 
December  31,  1934: 

The  old  stand  pipe,  painting  of  which  was  held  up  last  year, 
owing  to  weather  conditions,  has  been  finished  during  the  early 
part  of  this  year  and  has  been  in  use  now,  with  the  new  one,  for 
about  eight  months,  during  which  time,  with  the  exception  of  about 
a  week  during  the  summer,  conditions  have  been  very  satisfactory. 
With  the  laying  of  the  connection  across  the  Saugus  River,  which 
we  trust  will  be  during  this  summer,  we  feel  that  there  will  be  no 
further  trouble  with  lack  of  water. 

We  have  not  had  to  lay  any  new  mains  this  year,  as  this  was 
amply  taken  care  of  last  year.  The  most  of  the  work  this  year  has 
been  replacing  old  service  pipes,  many  of  which  have  been  in  use 
so  long  that  it  is  necessary  to  replace  them.

To  the  citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934. 

Monument  Avenue  Parkway 
This  reservation  has  been  given  the  necessary  care  and  atten- 
tion during  the  past  year.  The  flov^er  beds  betv^een  Elmw^ood  road 
and  Burrill  street,  which  for  years  have  caused  much  favorable 
comment,  were  discontinued,  due  to  lack  of  appropriation.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  spaces  may  again  blossom  forth  during  the  com- 
ing summer. 

Jackson  Park 

The  playing  field  was  used  during  the  baseball  season  more  than 
in  any  previous  year,  permits  having  been  issued  for  games  con- 
tinuously each  week  day  and  Sunday  from  May  until  October.  The 
new  diamond,  completed  in  1933,  is  much  appreciated  by  the  play- 
ers, but  the  outfield  should  now  he  filled  and  put  to  the  same  grade 
as  that  of  the  diamond.  Two  stone  piers  were  erected  at  the  east- 
erly entrance  of  the  field,  and  all  of  the  stone  walls  were  pointed, 
the  Essex  street  wall  being  left  uncapped,  due  to  the  approach  of 
cold  weather. 

An  extension  of  the  tennis  courts  in  the  park  is  desirable,  be- 
cause of  the  restricted  space  for  back  play.  This  can  be  accomp- 
lished at  slight  expense,  and  will  add  much  needed  room  within  the 
enclosure.  As  in  the  previous  year,  a  tournament  for  boys  and  girls 
was  played  here  just  prior  to  Labor  Day. 

This  created  considerable  interest  among  the  younger  players 
of  the  town,  all  keenly  striving  for  the  prize  cups,  which  had  been 
donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  H.  Blodgett.  Late  in  the  fall  the 
department  constructed  several  sections  of  blepchers  for  use  at  base- 
ball and  football  games.  These  provide  seating  accomodations  for 
about  twelve  hundred  persons,  are  portable,  and  may  be  used  at 
any  park  in  town  in  connection  with  various  activities.  With  the 
aid  of  government  funds  it  is  planned  to  create  a  large  skating 
pond  within  the  park  during  the  coming  year.  By  the  construction 
of  an  earth  dam  and  by  the  removal  of  trees  and  boulders  in  the 
swamp  adjacent  to  the  ball  field,  a  safe  and  convenient  skating  area 
of  about  one  and  one-half  acres  will  be  had,  thus  pi'ovidiTig  a  much 
needed  skating  pond  for  the  children  in  this  section  of  the  ^  town. 

To  protect  the  pine  trees  which  have  been  planted  within  the 
park  during  the  past  few  years,  plans  have  been  made  to  open  up 
fire  lanes  around  the  borders  of  the  park  during  the  present  winter. 

Abbott  Park 

In  order  to  guard  against  accidents  to  children  and  to  those  who 
use  this  park  for  baseball,  football  and  field  hockey  games,  the  de- 
partment is  asking  for  sufficient  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  steel 
fence  on  the  State  road  border  of  the  grounds. 

Part  of  this  fence  would  also  serve  as  a  backstop  for  use  in  the 
baseball  games.  Because  of  the  excessive  demands  for  time  neces- 
sary on  these  grounds  for  the  activities  of  the  Junior  High  School 
and  the  girls'  field  hockey  teams,  and  to  avoid  the  conflicts  so  often 
arising,  it  seems  best  to  transfer  all  play  of  field  hockey  to  Phil- 
lips Park. 

The  commissioners  have  continually  in  mind  the  welfare  of  those 
who  enjoy  using  the  park  for  skating,  and  with  every  favorable 
change  of  the  weather,  arrangements  are  made,  day  or  night,  to 
flood  the  surface  so  that  the  skating  conditions  may  be  improved. 
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Blaney  Beach  Reservation 

Extensive  alterations  and  repairs  were  made  to  the  Adminis- 
tration Building  during  the  year.  New  toilets  for  men  and  for  wo- 
men were  installed  on  the  ground  floor,  a  complete  change  in  the 
drainage  system  having  been  made.  The  building  was  fully  equipped 
for  electric  lighting,  water  service  was  provided  for  every  compart- 
ment, new  concrete  floors  replaced  the  old,  two  coats  of  paint  ap- 
plied to  the  exterior,  and  the  entire  roof  was  covered  with  fire  re- 
sisting shingles  to  replace  those  of  wood.  The  insurance  on  the 
structure  has  been  greatly  reduced  since  the  improvements  were 
made.  Several  new  park  benches  were  placed  at  convenient  loca- 
tions on  the  grounds. 

Because  of  complaints  concerning  the  excessive  weight  of  the 
covers  to  the  gasoline  lockers,  it  was  found  necessai-y  to  reduce 
the  same,  this  being  accomplished  by  cutting  in  two  parts  each  of 
the  heavy  lids.  The  automobile  parking  space  was  used  to  the  full- 
est extent  during  the  summer,  special  park  police  being  on  duty  to 
handle  the  situation  during  bathing  hours. 

Albert  McClellan  of  Swampscott  was  appointed  life  guard  and 
rendered  very  satisfactory  and  efficient  ser\ice  during  the  entire 
bathing  season.  Under  his  direction  and  on  his  own  initiative  a 
beach  party  was  held  late  in  August,  an  affair  which  provided  en- 
tertainment for  an  audience  approaching  ten  thousand  persons.  The 
ancient  bathing  raft,  having  outlived  its  usefulness,  was  demolished 
by  needy  citizens  who  were  given  the  material  in  consideration  of 
the  labor  performed. 

Phillips  Park 

Considerable  work  was  accomplished  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  in  the  improvement  of  this  park.  In  response  to  com- 
plaints from  numerous  townspeople,  the  commissioners  advertised 
for  material  which  was  used  in  covering  and  grading  the  unsightly 
dump  near  Humphrey  street.  An  enclosure  for  the  burning  of  waste 
paper  has  been  constructed  far  from  the  street  line,  while  a  steel 
fence  with  gates  and  proper  signs  was  erected  near  the  front  of  the 
property,  so  it  is  now  possible  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  park  to  confine  the  dumping  of  waste  material  within  working 
hours,  and  to  avoid  the  nusiances  formerly  existing.  A  portion  of 
the  area  now  covered  with  gravel  might  well  be  loamed  and  seeded 
to  grass  in  order  to  provide  a  much  needed  space  for  the  playing  of 
field  hockey. 

By  so  doing  the^  town  would  create  a  separate  and  desirable 
place  for  the  girls,  a  field  on  which  they  and  their  competitors  would 
have  no  hesitancy  to  play.  With  the  aid  of  the  E.  R.  A.  the  low 
land  at  the  rear  of  the  park  has  been  cleared  of  an  undesirable 
growth,  many  of  the  poorer  class  of  trees  having  been  removed, 
together  with  the  old  tree  stumps  left  from  a  previous  cleaning. 
The  park  is  now  in  such  condition  that  it  can  be  easily  maintained 
and  kept  clean  and  usable  with  a  moderate  amount  of  labor  each 
year.

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Report  of  Chief  of  Police 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  transmit  to  you  the  summary  and 
review  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Police  Department  of  the  town 
of  Swampscott  performed  its  numerous  and  exacting  duties  during 
the  year  1934.  I  lay  special  emphasis  on  it  this  year,  because  of  the 
unusual  zeal  that  certain  elements  have  displayed  in  their  efforts  to 
misrepresent  the  activities  of  the  police  department.  Their  method 
would  not  have  been  so  objectionable  in  itself  had  it  not  involved 
placing  the  department  in  a  false  and  invidious  light. 

Since  my  appointment  as  Chief  of  Police,  in  1926,  it  has  been 
my  constant  endeavor  to  build  up  and  maintain  an  efficient,  disci- 
plined and  well  equipped  department,  and  to  impress  upon  the  mem- 
bers that  their  first  duty  is  to  the  public.  There  is  always  a  small 
element  in  town  to  whom  this  would  never  be  pleasing,  and  who  ob- 
ject to  better  law  enforcement.  Their  attempts  to  discredit  the  work 
of  the  department  usually  take  the  form  of  spreading  misinformation 
about  its  members,  particularly  the  chief.  This  year,  they  have  been 
unusually  active.  All  such  groundless  attempts  are  bound  to  fail. 
I  mention  them  only  because  I  feel  the  public  should  know  that  to 
maintain  an  efficient  department,  and  to  give  the  citizens  the  police 
protection  they  need,  is  always  a  struggle. 

During  the  year  1934,  the  following  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  Police  Department  were  passed: 

First.  That  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  work  out  a  rotating 
schedule  to  go  into  effect  immediately  which  will  give  each  officer  in 
the  department  an  opportunity  to  work  one  month  by  day,  one 
month  by  early  night  and  one  month  by  the  last  early  morning  di- 
vision, and  the  officers  alternating  on  different  routes  monthly,  such 
schedules  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  its  approval 
every  month.  The  officers  of  advanced  age  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
work  nights  except  upon  their  request. 

Second.  All  orders  to  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  emanate  from 
the  Selectmen,  and  be  issued  to  him  only  by  the  chairman  of  said 
board;  all  orders  to  the  police  force  shall  be  issued  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  senior  Captain  of  Police,  and  com- 
municated to  the  force  through  the  commanding  officers  of  the  divi- 
sions, or  in  such  manner  as  circumstances  may  require. 

The  Chief  of  Police  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of 
his  office.  He  shall  be  in  his  office  from  8  A.M.  until  5  P.M.  daily,  one 
hour  out  for  lunch,  except  on  his  day  off,  or  in  case  of  emergency 
and  when  engaged  in  police  work,  which  cannot  be  properly  attend- 
ed to  by  his  subordinates. 

He  shall  furnish  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  a  report  monthly 
on  all  out  of  town  trips  during  the  above  hours  and  of  his  officers 
while  on  duty,  and  the  purpose  and  nature  of  the  business. 

He  shall  personally  prosecute  and  attend  all  criminal  cases  in 
court  or  asign  a  superior  officer  to  prosecute  at  those  times  only 
when  he  is  unable  to  do  so  because  of  absence  or  other  good  cause. 

Third.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  the 
duties  performed  by  him,  the  hours  on  duty  in  the  station,  his  ab- 
sence therefrom  and  the  reasons  therefor,  and  a  record  of  the  duties 
performed  by  the  officers,  the  routes  covered  by  them,  and  the  hours 
they  were  on  duty.  The  first  day  of  each  month  he  shall  submit  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  the  foregoing 
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against  his  name  and  against  the  name  of  each  officer,  the  number  of 
clays  on  duty  and  the  time  and  route  covered  by  each  officer. 

Fourth.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  not  assign  any  one  officer 
to  plain  clothes  duties,  so-called;  work  of  this  nature  shall  be  done 
by  the  officer  on  the  route  where  the  case  is  to  be  investigated  or  the 
crime  committed  has  taken  place.  If  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  case 
investigated  in  this  manner,  the  officer  on  the  route  where  the  crime 
was  committed,  if  the  chief  is  unable  to  do  it,  should  be  assigned 
without  uniform  and  investigate  the  case  and  his  route  covered  by 
the  officers  in  the  prowl  car  or  some  other  officer  until  his  return. 

Fifth.  In  reference  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  appoint- 
ment, dismissal,  suspension  or  resignation  of  a  member  of  the  regu- 
lar or  reserve  force,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  first  take  them  up  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  acquaint  them  with  all  the  facts  relat- 
ing thereto  and  proceed  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Sixth.  An  accurate  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  automobiles 
used  by  the  department,  dates,  type,  time  taken,  time  returned,  by 
whose  permission,  speedometer  reading  at  time  of  taking  and  upon 
returning,  the  name  of  the  officer  taking  it,  and  for  what  purpose. 
This  shall  be  reported  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  existing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Police  Department  and  amendments  thereto  are  to  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  except  and  insofar  as  they  may  be  inconsistent  with 
the  above  rules  and  regulations. 
(Adopted  August  2,  1934.) 

I  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  these  rules  to  the  best  of  my 
ability.  I  think  I  should  say  that  in  my  judgment  they  are  detri- 
mental to  the  work  of  the  department  and  to  the  protection  of  life 
and  property.  I  have  given  my  views  on  this  to  the  Selectmen. 

Placed  on  Pension  Roll 

Charles  Connell  was  retired  on  pension  September  20,  1934.  He 
was  appointed  a  regular  patrolman  March  22,  1901,  rendered  excel- 
lent service  to  the  citizens  for  more  than  thirty-one  years,  and  was 
a  credit  to  the  department. 

Appointment 

Reserve  officer  Frederick  J.  Rowe  was  appointed  a  regular  pa- 
trolman November  10,  1934. 

Dismissal 

Reserve  officer  Edward  F.  Burke  was  dismissed  from  the  depart- 
ment October  24,  1934. 

Special  Police 

The  special  police  force  of  the  town  consists  of  116  residents 
and  5  non-residents. 

Radio  Service 

The  radio  service  is  an  important  branch  of  police  communica- 
tion. Police  headquarters  is  in  constant  touch  with  the  patrol  cars. 
Contact  may  be  made  within  one  minute  in  any  part  of  the  town. 

Buildings 

The  police  station  is  in  a  very  unserviceable  condition.  The  plas- 
ter is  breaking  loose  all  over  the  building.  Considerable  water  flows 
into  the  cellar  during  the  winter  months.  The  foundation  is  separ- 
ated and  the  second  floor  is  quite  dangerous  when  more  than  ten 
men  gather  there  at  one  time.  The  Lombard  property,  at  16  Hum- 
phrey street,  is  ideally  located,  well  built,  and  well  laid-out  for  a 
police  station.  I  am  informed  that  this  building  can  be  purchased 
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for  a  very  low  figure.  It  is  suitably  constructed  and  has  ample  room 
in  the  basement  for  five  cells. 

Uniform  Crime  Record  Reporting 

~  This  department  furnishes  returns  to  the  National  Division  of 
Identification  and  information  for  the  Department  of  Justice,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  on  certain  offenses.  The  purpose  of  these  returns  is  to 
ascertain  the  nature  and  volume  of  crimes  committed,  geographical 
location,  and  the  periodical  fluctuations. 

Contributions 

During  the  year,  members  of  the  police  force  voluntarily  con- 
tributed to  the  Greater  Lynn  Community  Fund  and  the  Swampscott 
Shoe  and  Stocking  Fund. 

Extra  Hours  of  Duty 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  many  hours  of  overtime  work 
which  the  police  have  put  in  cheerfully  during  the  past  year.  Police 
officers  cannot  work  on  a  time  clock  system,  ordinarily  used  in  in- 
dustry. There  seems  to  be  no  practical  way  to  pay  police  officers  for 
working  extra  hours,  except  by  giving  them  sufficient  wages  to  com- 
pensate them  for  the  work  which  they  may  be  called  on  at  any  time 
to  perform. 

Welfare  of  Police  Force 

The  welfare  of  the  police  force  must  always  be  a  most  impor- 
tant consideration  from  a  standpoint  of  efficient  administration.  An 
active,  intelligent  interest  in  the  maintenance  of  the  police  force,  in 
good  condition  mentally,  morally,  and  physically,  is  sound  business 
policy.  It  is  no  easy  matter  to  decide  which  is  the  more  important, 
but  it  can  be  logically  claimed  that  a  good  physical  condition  of  the 
force  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  proper  performance  of  its  duties. 

Courtesy 

Policemen  are  requested  to  understand  that  they  cannot  be  good 
police  officers  unless  they  are  courteous  to  the  public,  loyal  to  the 
highest  interests  of  the  police  department,  faithful  and  diligent  in 
the  performance  of  duty,  and  self-respecting.  They  are  encouraged 
also  to  perform  their  full  duty  in  a  spirit  of  toleration,  human  kind- 
ness, good  will  and  chivalry,  striving  to  protect  the  innocent  as  well 
as  to  punish  the  guilty. 

Police  Unification 

As  Chief  of  Police,  I  did  all  in  my  power  towards  police  unifica- 
tion, which  would  afford  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  and  the  State 
better  protection.  A  large,  well-trained  machine,  working  in  unison 
to  fight  the  criminal,  could  accomplish  more  than  the  present  system 
of  each  department  working  independently,  as  the  police  are  engaged 
primarily  in  the  enforcement  of  laws  enacted  by  the  legislature  and 
intended  to  operate  uniformly  throughout  the  State.  In  the  perfor- 
mance of  this  function,  therefore,  we  are  agents  not  of  the  munici- 
pality which  hires  us,  but  of  the  State,  whose  laws  we  are  sworn  to 
execute.  The  interest  of  the  State  in  efficient  police  administration 
is  vital  and  permanent  and  its  right  to  see  that  its  mandates  are 
enforced  is  of  fundamental  importance.  Under  present  conditions,  I 
believe  State  control  is  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  people,  who 
are  the  victims  of  the  criminal.  It  is  they  who  suffer  and  not  the 
police. 
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Juveniles 

The  police  officers  refrain  from  interviewing  children  at  school 
or  at  the  police  station  except  on  very  serious  offenses.  Juvenile  of- 
fenders are  talked  to  at  their  homes,  in  the  presence  of  their  parents. 
This  plan  has  been  very  successful.  The  rollicking,  mischievous  boy 
of  today,  uncontrolled  and  out  of  hand,  may  be  the  hardened  offender 
of  tomorrov^.  Therefore,  police  officers  have  no  more  fruitful  field  of 
work  than  is  presented  by  the  growing  boy. 

Fatalities 

The  year  1934  was  a  disastrous  one  as  far  as  automobile  acci- 
dents were  concerned.  Three  persons  were  killed,  and  one  of  these 
victims  was  a  child.  Prior  to  the  year  1934,  Swampscott  enjoyed  the 
best  record  of  any  city  or  town  in  the  State. 

Breaking  and  Entering 
During  the  year  1934,  the  number  of  breaking  and  entering  cases 


doubled  the  total  for  1933.

There  have  been  242  permits  issued  (after  inspection)  for  the 
storage  of  fuel  oil  used  in  connection  with  oil  burners  for  heating 
and  cooking. 

There  have  been  5  permits  issued  for  the  use  of  dynamite  in 
blasting  rock. 

There  have  been  18  garage  building  applications  approved  and 
inspections  made. 

Apparatus 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  quite  extensive  repairs  on 
the  engine  and  braking  system  of  ladder  one.  It  is  now  in  first  class 
condition.  The  rest  of  our  apparatus  with  the  exception  of  the  ma- 
chine at  the  Phillips  Beach  station  is  also  in  good  shape.  This  ma- 
chine is  now  over  23  years  old  and  has  long  since  outlived  its  use- 
fulness, and  must  be  replaced  by  something  more  reliable  as  soon 
as  possible. 

We  have  visited  quite  a  number  of  other  fire  departments  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  have  seen  the  latest  apparatus  in  action  and 
are  unamiously  of  the  opinion  that  on  account  of  the  great  improve- 
ments that  have  been  made  recently  in  some  types  of  600-gallon 
pumps  that  a  machine  of  this  capacity  costing  $8,100,  fully  equipped, 
would  be  adequate  to  protect  the  Phillips  Beach  section  of  the  town 
without  the  addition  of  any  more  permanent  men  to  the  department. 
We  have  therefore  placed  an  article  in  the  warrant  asking  for  an 
appropriation  for  the  same. 

Hose 

We  have  in  service  400  feet  of  3-inch  hose,  3,500  feet  2 ¥2 -inch 
hose,  400  feet  1%-inch  hose  and  1,200  feet  %-inch  hose.    We  will 
require  500  feet  of  2% -inch  hose  to  replace  some  unfit  for  regular 
service,  but  which  can  be  used  on  dump  fires  and  sewer  work. 
Fine  Alarm  System 

There  have  been  98  alarms  sounded  on  our  system  the  past 
year.  The  rectifier  system  of  charging  our  batteries  which  we  in- 
stalled last  year  has  worked  out  very  well  and  we  will  require  only 
the  renewal  of  about  one-half  of  our  former  number  of  batteries. 

Underground  Cable® 

Our  underground  cables  located  between  Box  86  near  the  Ionic 
Clulb,  and  the  Central  Fire  Station,  together  with  their  branches,  are 
old  and  unreliable  and  in  dangerous  condition.  They  have  caused 
us  quite  a  lot  of  trouble  the  past  year  and  must  be  replaced  at  once. 

We  have  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  asking  for  an  ap- 
propriation for  this  work. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

Our  Phillips  Beach  Station  was  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted 
inside  and  out  the  past  year  and  is  now  in  first  class  condition.  The 
Central  Station  will  require  quite  a  few  repairs  and  alterations  dur- 
ing the  coming  year. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  economic  program  followed 
throughout  the  year  1934.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  full  co- 
operation of  each  man  affiliated  with  the  department.  We  take 
great  pride  in  stating  that  harmony  and  good  fellowship  prevails 
among  all  the  officers  and  men  of  our  department. 

We  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  great  quantity  of 
water  used  to  put  out  dump  fires,  of  which  58  occured  during  1934. 
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Drills  have  been  held  regularly  for  the  different  companies  in 
the  department. 

In  co-operation  with  the  School  Department  and  the  officials  of 
St.  John's  parochial  school,  we  furnished  speakers  and  posters  in 
observance  of  fire  prevention  week.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — It  seems  to  me  that  during  the  past  year  I  have 
been  called  upon  to  render  more  service  and  time  to  town  affairs 
than  has  been  required  of  a  Town  Counsel  during  past  average 
years.  This  has  been  the  result  of  a  number  of  court  cases  and  other 
matters  which  were  not  the  usual  town  hall  routine  duties,  but  were 
exceptional  on  account  of  changing  and  other  conditions. 

Cases  have  come  up  before  the  Lynn  District  Court,  before  a 
Master,  the  Superior  Court  in  Salem,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
and  the  Tax  Appeal  Board  in  which  the  interests  of  the  town  have 
demanded  appearance  and  action. 

Innumerable  opinions  have  been  furnished  to  various  boards  and 
officers  of  the  town.  The  controversy  of  the  firemen's  and  police- 
men's pay,  the  Foster  Dam  situation,  and  Welfare  claims  demanded 
a  great  deal  of  time,  consideration,  and  subsequent  opinions;  hear- 
ings before  various  departments,  boards  and  officials  have  been  at- 
tended by  counsel;  I  have  been  obliged  to  supervise  and  draw  con- 
tracts, leases  and  bonds  in  reference  to  divers  matters  directly  and 
indirectly  having  effect  on  town  interests. 

With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  occasions  I  have  been  present 
at  all  of  the  town  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Naturally  my 
advise  has  been  necessary  on  many  of  the  matters  and  affairs  com- 
ing before  these  meetings. 

In  general,  the  present  year  has  been  one  in  which  some  matter 
or  other  has  arisen  requiring  almost  daily  attention  and  service  on 
my  part.

Over  this  five  year  period  8,320  new  books  have  been  purchased 
and  3,911  books  of  fiction,  unfit  for  use,  discarded. 

Although  a  complete  record  of  attendance  has  been  kept  for  on- 
ly two  years,  there  has  been  an  increase  from  77,044  to  85,841,  or 
11.4  per  cent. 

The  steady  and  rapid  growth  in  the  circulation  of  non-fiction, 
both  adult  and  juvenile,  indicates  the  increasing  use  of  the  library 
for  the  purpose  of  study.  Many  adults,  too,  are  using  their  leisure 
to  better  prepare  themselves  for  the  employment  which  they  expect 
to  obtain. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  feel  that  this  form  of  educational  ser- 
vice is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  library  and  believe 
that  more  extensive  opportunities  should  be  offered. 

The  rapidly  increasing  circulation  and  attendance,  and  the  aver- 
age net  annual  addition  of  1664  books  are  hastening  the  time  when 
more  room  must  be  provided  for  the  library. 

During  the  year  the  basement  and  hallways  have  been  painted, 
and  dry  wells  have  been  built  to  take  care  of  the  water  from  the 
gutters,  thereby  preserving  the  walls  and  foundation. 

The  library  is  fortunate  in  its  friends  and  benefactors.  During 
the  past  year  five  valuable  works  of  art  have  been  given  and  now 
adorn  the  building. 

John  Albree  donated  the  classic  statue,  "The  Wrestlers,"  which 
has  been  placed  in  the  children's  room  where  its  beauty  should  be  a 
source  of  inspiration. 

Mrs.  Carrie  Page,  widow  of  the  late  Edward  A.  Page,  noted 
Swampscott  artist,  presented  four  paintings  by  Mr.  Page,  each  of 
which  depicts  a  typical  Swampscott  scene.  Their  titles  are  as  fol- 
lows: "The  Swampscott  Dory,"  "The  Interior  of  the  Old  Fish  House 
at  Blaney  Beach,"  "Gathering  Kelp  on  the  Beach,"  "Early  Houses  in 
Lower  Swampscott." 

These  pictures  grace  the  walls  of  the  reading  room  and  reveal 
the  beauty  of  everyday  life  to  all  who  look  upon  them.

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Report  of  Town  Engineer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  ser- 
vice rendered  by  the  engineering  department  for  the  various  depart- 
ments during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934. 

The  engineering  department  has  had  charge  of  the  following 
line  of  work:  the  designing  and  superintending  the  construction  of 
all  sewers  and  drains;  resurfacing  of  all  streets  built  by  contract, 
together  with  the  specifications  and  estimates  for  the  c>ame;  the 
establishing  of  street  lines  and  the  grades  for  curbing  and  gran- 
olithic sidewalks,  and  all  engineering  questions  which  come  before 
the  boards  of  the  several  departments. 

Sewers  and  Di^aiius 

The  sewer  system  of  the  town  has  been  extended  382  feet  in 
Hillcrest  circle  and  Upland  road  at  a  total  cost  of  |1,650.49. 

The  improvement  of  the  surface  water  drainage  system,  as  an 
E.  R.  A.  project,  has  greatly  benefited  the  flood  conditions  which 
existed  in  the  following  streets:  Atlantic  avenue,  Plum.mer  avenue, 
Barnstable  street,  Plymouth  avenue,  Hampden  street,  Cedar  Hill 
terrace,  Bay  View  avenue  and  adjacent  areas.  The  total  length  of 
mains  laid,  including  manholes,  catch  basins  and  the  necessary 
connections  for  the  same,  was  2,477  lin.  feet,  at  a  cost  to  the  town 
for  materials,  etc.,  of  $3,264.92. 

The  surface  water  drainage  of  the  town  becomes  a  serious 
problem  with  the  present  type  of  road  construction  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  low  areas  along  the  brook  courses. 

In  most  cases  where  the  brook  has  been  walled  in  or  covered  by 
the  abutters,  the  cross  section  is  less  than  one-half  the  capacity  that 
it  should  be. 

The  major  project  which  the  town  should  consider  under  the 
present  E.  R.  A.  conditions  is  relocating  and  enclosing  Hawthorne 
brook  from  the  outfall  on  the  beach  to  Humphrey  street,  a  distance 
of  about  3,100  feet. 

Hawthorne  brook  has  a  water  shed  of  about  six  hundred  acres 
and  drains  a  greater  portion  of  the  eastern  section  of  the  town,  a 
detailed  report  of  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

Assessors'  Department 

The  yearly  routine  work  necessary  to  bring  the  plans  and  card 
index  up  to  date  for  the  Assessors'  Department  has  been  completed. 

Selectmen's  Department 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  for  the  Selectmen's 
Department  and  plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

At  the  request  of  property  owners,  street  lines  and  grades  have 
been  given  for  the  grading  of  lawns  and  building  of  walls,  etc.

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Report  of  Surveyor  of  Highways 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1934: 

Several  streets  were  scarified  with  steamroller,  honed  with  road 
machine  and  sealed  with  retread  tar  or  asphalt  road  oil,  and  sanded. 

All  streets  where  drains  were  laid  this  summer  were  reshaped, 
with  the  exception  of  Hampden  and  Berkshire  streets,  oiled  with 
No.  6  asphalt  road  oil  and  covered  with  sand. 

Plummer  avenue,  where  a  drain  was  laid  this  summer,  was  re- 
shaped with  steamroller  and  put  to  grade.  It  should  be  sealed  next 
year. 

Hampshire  street,  reshaped,  ledge  removed,  sidewalks  built  and 
resurfaced  with  Tarvia-lithic  and  rolled. 

Plymouth  avenue  reshaped  and  put  to  grade,  sidewalks  and 
street  resurfaced  with  Tarvia-lithic. 

No  street  construction  was  done  this  year  by  the  town. 

Several  streets  have  been  oiled  with  asphalt  road  oil  and  cov- 
ered with  sand. 

The  usual  work  of  patrolling  street  surfaces  has  been  done. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  sidewalks  where  needed,  the  follow- 
ing amount  of  material  being  used:  162  tons  of  stone  dust,  139  loads 
of  gravel;  215  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalks  were  repaired. 

The  number  of  loads  of  sand  used  for  sanding  icy  streets  and 
sidewalks  was  246. 

The  wood  block  pavement  on  Humphrey  street  has  blown  up  14 
times  during  the  year.  The  pavement  has  now  been  in  place  for  20 
years. 

Tar  or  asphalt  concrete  sidewalks  on  the  following  streets  were 
repaired  either  wholly  or  in  part:  Eulow  street,  Fuller  avenue,  Ce- 
dar Hill  terrace,  Burpee  road.  Bay  View  avenue,  Essex  terrace,  Bur- 
rill  street,  Rock  avenue.  Franklin  avenue,  Atlantic  road,  Puritan 
park.  Ocean  avenue,  Essex  street  at  bridge,  Hillcrest  circle,  Hum- 
phrey street  from  Railroad  crossing  to  Salem  street,  Greenwood  av- 
enue, Mountain  avenue.  All  this  work  was  done  by  the  men  of  the 
department. 

Shoulders  on  Atlantic  avenue  and  Essex  street  have  been  re- 
shaped six  times  during  the  year. 

Fisherman  and  Ocean  House  beaches  have  been  cleaned  every 
day  from  June  to  September,  and  Preston  Beach  eight  times  during 
the  summer  season. 

Two  manholes  were  repaired  and  142  feet  of  pipe  drain  laid. 

Five  man-holes  were  brought  up  to  grade;  two  catch  basins 
were  rebuilt  and  465  feet  of  guard  rail  fence  has  been  repaired. 

Gutters  and  catrh  basins  in  all  streets  have  been  cleaned  when 
needed.  About  2,200  yards  of  tarred  and  mixed  stone  have  been 
laid  in  gutters  to  prevent  washing  out.  Forty-eight  driveways  were 
lowered. 

The  number  of  fpet  of  curbstone  reset  during"  the  vear  was  210. 

Danvers  street  bridg-e  has  bpen  resurfaced  with  hard  pine 
planks,  work  being  done  by  men  of  the  department. 

Essex  street  bn'dp-e  was  rebuilt  and  vfv^^'n'U'^'^.  it  boinfr  rioces- 
sary  to  relav  not  onlv  the  ton  surface  but  also  the  under  surface, 
which  was  found  in  bad  condition. 
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Some  44,445  gallons  of  asphalt  road  oil  and  tar  were  used  on 
the  streets,  the  same  being  purchased  under  contract.  The  prices 
paid  were:  Cold  patch  asphalt  at  town  yard  and  put  in  barrels, 
12.89  cents;  cold  patch  tar,  1.45;  No.  3  and  6  as|)halt  road  oil,  9.47 
applied;  retread  tar,  11.25  applied.  All  tar  or  oil  applied  on  streets 
was  covered  with  sand. 

New  equipment  has  been  added  to  the  department  as  follows: 
a  one  and  a  half  ton  Ford  truck  and  one  Pontiac  coupe  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Dodge  in  service  for  the  last  nine  years. 

The  heavy  snows  of  last  winter  and  the  constant  cold  weather 
caused  many  catch  basins  and  pipe  drains  to  freeze. 

The  working  force  of  the  department  consists  of  28  men,  the 
same  number  as  employed  last  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  all  employees  of  the 
department,  except  the  Surveyor,  are  now  under  Civil  Service.

Report  of  Dog  Officer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1934,  57  complaints  concerning  dogs  were  re- 
ceived, each  of  which  was  investigated  and  remedied.  Sixty-four  dogs 
were  turned  over  to  the  dog  officer,  42  being  restored  to  their  own- 
ers, and  22,  which  were  proven  to  be  stray  dogs,  were  done  away 
with.  All  owners  who  have  neglected  to  license  their  dogs,  as  called 
for  in  the  public  statutes,  have  been  notified  and  required  to  take 
out  the  necessary  licenses.  There  were  527  licenses  granted.

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Board  of  Appeals 


July  16,  1934,  the  newly  appointed  Board  of  Appeals  held  its 
first  meeting:  for  the  purpose  of  organizing.  Conrad  P.  Richardson 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Charles  V.  Easterbrook  Secretary. 

New  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  this  board  were 
adopted,  they  having  been  first  approved  by  the  Town  Counsel. 
These  were  duly  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  according  to  law  and  are 
open  to  public  inspection  for  the  guidance  of  those  concerned. 
Among  the  changes  from  the  rules  followed  by  former  Board  of 
Appeals  are: 

1.  The  Board  meets  only  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  or  up- 
on the  call  of  the  Selectmen.  This  obviates  routine  delay  and  an 
appellant  is  thus  able  to  obtain  speedier  hearings. 

2.  No  set  fee  for  filing  appeals  is  established,  the  appellant 
bearing  the  costs  incident  to  his  appeal  and  being  required  to  de- 
posit with  his  appeal  the  amount  estimated  to  be  necessary.  This 
amount  is  accounted  for  to  the  appellant  and  any  unused  surplus  is 
returned  to  him.  This  has  resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  appellant  in 
each  case  to  date. 

The  unexpended  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  new  Board  at  its 
inception  was  "wages,  $25.00;  others,  |39.69."  Of  this  amount  S3.50 
has  been  spent  for  stationery  and  Leonard  Bates,  who  was  appoint- 
ed clerk,  was  paid  |25  for  his  services.  At  the  present  writing  there 
is  an  unexpended  balance  to  the  Board's  credit  of  S36.19.  The  Board 
estimates  that  its  financial  requirements  for  the  ensuing  year  will 
be  $19.75  less  than  those  of  the  former  Board.  This  is  due  to  the 
requirement  of  its  new  rules  which  imposes  the  cost  of  each  appeal 
upon  the  individual  appellant. 

There  have  been  but  two  appeals  brought  before  the  Board  up 
to  this  writing.  The  first  was  that  of  James  and  Mary  Ventre,  who 
desired  to  build  a  piazza  within  nine  feet  of  the  street  line  at  No. 
45  Essex  street.  After  due  notice  and  hearing  this  appeal  was  al- 
lowed and  the  requested  permit  granted. 

The  second  appeal  was  that  of  Mrs.  Annie  L.  Emerson,  who  re- 
quested permission  to  build  a  two-car  private  garage  in  the  rear  of 
her  premises  at  No.  64  Middlesex  avenue.  The  original  application 
in  this  matter  was  denied  by  the  Health  Officer  and  the  Building  In- 
spector, on  the  ground  that  the  erection  of  such  a  garage  on  these 
premises  would  violate  the  provisions  of  the  statute  commonly 
known  as  the  "Tenement  House  Act."  An  appeal  being  taken  to 
this  Board,  the  Health  Officer  gave  notice  in  writing  that  the  Board's 
jurisdiction  was  disputed  and  that  the  legality  of  any  action  taken 
by  it  would  be  questioned.  The  Board  took  jurisdiction,  held  hear- 
ings and  granted  the  permit,  but  before  its  decision  was  filed  the 
Health  Officer  and  Building  Inspector  had  signed  their  approval  to 
the  granting  of  the  original  application.

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During  the  year  1934  the  personnel  of  the  board  was  as  follows: 
George  M.  Glidden,  Chairman;  Herbert  E.  Ingalls,  Secretary;  Henry 
S.  Baldwin,  Ralph  J.  Curtis  and  John  R.  Hurlburt.  Mr.  Hurlburt 
resigned  as  of  October  19,  1934.  Mr.  Glidden  was  re-elected  for  a 
term  of  three  years  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of  February  19, 
1934. 

Town  Plan 

There  was  no  new  construction  or  improvement  in  public  build- 
ings during  the  year,  but  as  time  goes  on  the  need  becomes  niore 
and  more  urgent  that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  town  along  lines 
already  recommended  by  this  board. 

In  view  of  a  possible  grant  of  50  per  cent,  by  the  government, 
and  as  general  plans  are  already  in  the  possession  of  the  town  and 
detailed  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1931,  it  was  decided  at  a  joint  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  recommend  that 
the  town  proceed  with  the  project  of  construction  of  a  new  High 
School  at  a  cost  of  but  50  per  cent,  to  the  town,  should  the  govern- 
ment approve  this  set-up,  which  is  now  seriously  under  consideration. 

State  Zoning  By-Laws 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  town  adopt  the  amendments 
to  the  State  Zoning  By-Laws,  allowing  our  laws  to  confirm  with  the 
laws  of  other  communities. 

Street  Widening 

The  widening  of  Humphrey  street,  between  the  junction  with 
Atlantic  avenue  and  the  easterly  end  of  Orchard  circle  is  almost  im- 
perative at  this  time.  The  Board  realizes  that  it  will  be  but  a  short 
time  before  the  car-tracks  will  be  obsolete,  but,  inasmuch  as  the  road- 
way will  be  too  narrow  even  with  the  tracks  removed,  it  has  re- 
quested the  Town  Engineer  to  prepare  plans  for  such  widening,  and 
recommends  that^the  Board  of  Selectmen  investigate  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  E.  R.  A.  funds  for  this  project. 

Humphrey  Street  Paving 

The  replacement  of  the  wooden  block  paving  on  Humphrey 
street  with  a  modern  surface  has  been  recommended  to  the  town 
by  the  Board  several  times  as  a  measure  for  public  safety,  and  post- 
poned each  time  because  of  the  expense.  We  recommend  that  this 
be  seriously  considered  again,  and,  as  it  is  eligible  as  an  E.  R.  A. 
project,  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  include  it  in  their  list  of  proj- 
ects and  put  it  through  now  at  a  minimum  of  expense  to  the  town. 

Reports  on  Articles  in  the  Warrant  of  Annual  Town  Meeting 
February  26,  1934 

Article  20.  The  Planning  Board  cannot  concur  in  the  recom- 
mendation offered  by  the  Finance  Committee  to  postpone  the  remov- 
al of  the  wooden  blocks  on  Humphrey  street.  This  surface  is  a 
menace  to  public  safety  and  is  a  constant  expense  to  the  town  for 
maintenance  and  repair. 

To  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 
the  Board  offers  an  amendment  that  the  town  vote  to  remove  the 
wooden  blocks  on  Humphrey  street  and  resurface  with  some  kind  of 
permanent  naving  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  as  recommend- 
ed by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways.

Articles  29-33  inclusive.  On  this  project  the  Board  reaffirms  its 
recommendation  made  in  the  annual  report  for  1933,  and  wishes  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  any  appreciable  postponement  of  the  relief 
to  the  existing  conditions  may  seriously  jeopardize  the  health  of  the 
entire  town. 

Article  34. .  The  Board  feels  that  an  artery  from  Aspen  to  Mil- 
lett  roads  should  be  established  just  as  soon  as  economic  conditions 
warrant  the  expenditure  of  the  necessary  money. 

Article  45.  The  Board  recommends  the  continuation  of  the  fill- 
ing and  grading  of  Phillips  Park,  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating 
the  present  objectionable  conditions,  but  does  not  recommend  the 
appropriation  of  money  for  the  developement  of  this  land  for  ath- 
letic purposes. 

Article  46.  The  Planning  Board  has  examined  and  approved 
the  plans  submitted  by  the  Park  Commission  for  the  repair  and  al- 
teration of  the  so-called  Administration  Building  at  Blaney  Beach, 
and  recommends  that  this  work  be  done. 

Article  48.  The  acquiring  of  this  land  is  part  of  the  town  plan, 
but  the  board  feels  that  it  may  be  postponed  until  conditions  are 
more  suitable. 

Article  49.  The  Board  feels  that,  inasmuch  as  the  town  has  ap- 
proximately 42  acres  of  park  or  playground  property,  of  which  only 
8  acres  are  under  development,  the  town  should  further  develop  its 
present  holdings  before  purchasing  additional  land  for  similar  pur- 
poses. 

Article  52.  The  Board  has  under  consideration  a  plan  for  a 
permanent  Honor  Roll  of  World  War  Veterans,  but  it  is  not  as  yet 
developed  to  the  point  of  making  a  definite  recommendation  at  this 
meeting. 

Article  55.  The  Board  is  opposed  to  changing  the  zoning  of 
this  property  from  residential  to  business,  and  therefore  recom- 
mends that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  56.  The  Board  is  cognizant  of  no  demand  or  necessity 
for  a  theatre  in  the  town  which  will  justify  the  re-zoning  of  this 
property,  and  recommends  that  action  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Special  Town  Meeting,  April  4,  1934 

Article  8.  Complying  with  Chapter  269,  section  27  of  the  Acts 
of  1933,  a  public  hearing  on  this  article  was  held  on  March  21,  1934, 
after  due  notice  was  given  in  the  Daily  Evening  Item,  a  newspaper 
published  in  and  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  town  of  Swamp- 
scott. 

The  petition  is  as  follows:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
change  from  a  residential  zone  to  a  business  area,  the  property  lo- 
cated at  646  Humphrey  street,  bounded  on  the  east  by  Cardillo  ter- 
race and  on  the  west  by  Glen  road  and  shown  on  Assessors'  Plan 
No.  23,  as  Lot  No.  10  as  petitioned  for  by  Abram  French  et  al." 

Having  considered  the  subject  matter  of  this  petition  for  re- 
port and  recommendation,  and  having  duly  considered  the  evidence 
presented  at  the  hearing,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the 
granting  of  this  petition  would  not  promote  the  health,  safety,  con- 
venience, morals,  or  welfare  of  the  inhabitants. 

Zoning  is  a  device  of  democratic  people  for  mutual  protection. 
The  character  of  the  town  in  general  and  more  especially  this  par- 
ticular area  is  of  a  residential  nature.  To  place  a  business  district 
within  a  residential  area  would  be  contrary  to  all  principles  of  zon- 
ing and  would  constitute  a  hardship  upon  those  home  owners  within 
the  immediate  area.  Therefore  the  Planning  Board  recommends 
that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  9.  Complying  with  Chapter  269,  Section  27  of  the  Acts 
of  1933,  a  public  hearing  on  this  article  was  held  on  March  28,  1934, 
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after  due  notice  was  g'iven  in  the  Daily  Evening  Item,  a  newspaper 
published  in  and  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  town  of  Swamp- 
scott. 

The  petition  is  as  follows:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
change  from  a  residential  zone  to  a  business  area  the  property  lo- 
cated on  Humphrey  street,  between  land  of  Henry  B.  and  Bessie  F. 
Lombard  and  land  of  the  Kings  Beach  Garage,  shown  on  Assessors' 
Plan  No.  1  as  Lots  numbered  181  and  122;  and  also  land  located  on 
Kings  Beach  terrace  as  shown  on  Assessors'  Plan  No.  1  as  Lots 
numbered  175  and  176  as  petitioned  for  by  John  J.  Foley." 

Having  given  due  consideration  to  the  evidence  presented  at  the 
hearing  and  having  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  zoning  laws  were  adopt- 
ed for  the  protection  of  the  home  owner,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
board  that  the  re-zoning  of  this  area  for  business  purposes  would 
constitute  a  hardship  upon  the  home  owners  within  the  immediate 
vicinity.  Further  that  it  would  tend  to  change  the  characterstics 
of  the  town  which  are  essentially  residential,  and  that  it  would  not 
improve  or  promote  the  health,  morals,  or  welfare  of  the  inhabitants. 
Therefore,  the  Planning  Board  recommends  that  action  on  this  arti- 
cle be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  10.  Complying  with  Chapter  269,  section  27  of  the  Acts 
of  1933,  a  public  hearing  on  this  article  was  held  on  March  28,  1934, 
after  due  notice  was  given  in  the  Daily  Evening  Item,  a  newspaper 
published  in  and  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  town  of  Swamp- 
scott. 

The  petition  is  as  follows:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  re- 
zone  a  certain  lot  of  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  Paradise  road 
about  opposite  Franklin  avenue  which  is  described  aS'  Lot  3  on  Plate 
15  of  the  Town  Plan,  so  called,  and  which  contains  about  15,000 
square  feet,  so  that  it  may  be  used  for  business  purposes  as  petit- 
ioned for  by  Fred  L.  Mower." 

The  subject  matter  of  this  petition  and  the  evidence  presented 
at  the  hearing  has  had  the  careful  consideration  of  the  board.  The 
board  has  also  taken  into  consideration  the  general  character  of  the 
town  as  a  whole,  the  character  of  the  town  as  regards  residential  and 
business  conditions,  the  occupation  of  its  citizens,  and  the  natural 
developement  of  the  town  in  the  future.  Swampscott  is  exception- 
ally free  from  smoke,  dust,  dirt  and  noise.  To  change  this  area 
from  a  residential  to  a  business  district  would  not  tend  to  improve 
or  harmonize  the  natural  developement  of  the  town.  It  would, 
however,  tend  to  decrease  the  value  of  the  buildings  in  the  vicinity. 

Zoning  is  fundamentally  based  upon  the  protection  of  the  home. 
To  re-zone  this  area  for  business  purposes  would  undoubtedly  be 
detrimental  to  those  persons  who  have  built  homes  in  this  vicinity 
relying  on  the  zoning  laws  for  their  protection. 

Therefore  the  Planning  Board  recommends  that  action  on  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Special  Town  Meeting,  October  19,  1934 

Article  No.  8.  Complying  with  Chapter  269,  Section  27  of  the 
Acts  of  1933,  a  public  hearing  on  this  article  was  held  on  October 
10,  1934,  after  due  notice  was  given  in  the  Daily  Evening  Item  a 
newspaper  published  in  and  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  town 
of  Swampscott. 

This  petition  asks  for  the  changing  from  residential  to  business 
area,  the  two  parcels  of  land  owned  by  Grace  S.  French  described  in 
the  warrant;  the  first  for  use  as  a  right  of  way,  and  the  second  for 
use  as  a  gasoline  filling  station. 

A  similar  article  for  the  re-zoning  of  this  property  was  before 
the  town  meeting  of  February  26,  1934,  at  which  time  the  Planning 
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Board  had  no  opportunity  to  hold  a  hearing  and  make  recommenda- 
tions, and  the  article  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Town  Meet- 
ing members.  The  action  of  this  meeting  was  subsequently  declared 
illegal,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Planning  Board  was  given  no  op- 
portunity to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  this  article,  as  required  by  law. 

Another  similar  petition  in  reference  to  the  re-zoning  of  this 
property  was  again  submitted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April 
4,  1934.  A  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Planning  Board  and  rec- 
ommendation made  to  the  Town  Meeting.  This  article  called  for 
the  re-zoning  of  the  entire  property  and  the  petitioner  declared  a 
use  for  only  a  small  portion  of  the  property,  leaving  approximately 
30,000  square  feet  that  the  petitioner  wished  re-zoned  for  business, 
but  declaring  no  specific  business  for  this  portion  of  the  property. 

Although  the  Board  appreciated  the  fact  that  the  petitioners 
were  sincere  in  their  request  in  asking  for  the  re-zoning  of  the  en- 
tire property,  there  was  a  question  in  the  minds  of  the  members 
of  the  Planning  Board  as  to  what  future  use  the  balance  of  the  prop- 
erty might  be  put,  under  the  classification  of  business  purposes. 

While  the  members  felt  that  a  possible  hardship  was  being 
placed  upon  the  petitioner,  the  Board  felt  that,  in  justice  to  the  ab- 
butters,  and  the  immediate  property  owners  in  this  locality,  it  was 
duty-bound,  owing  to  this  uncertain  use  which  could  or  might  be 
made  of  the  property,  to  recommend  to  the  Town  Meeting  Members 
that  action  on  the  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.  Said  recommen- 
dation was  adopted  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

Another  petition  was  received  as  described  in  Article  8  of  the 
present  warrant,  requesting  a  public  hearing  on  the  re-zoning  of  the 
portions  of  the  French  property  described  in  this  article. 

The  public  hearing  on  the  above  was  held  October  10,  1934,  the 
petitioner  being  represented  by  Mr.  Underwood  and  the  opposition 
by  Mr.  Mahoney.  The  Board  finds  on  the  evidence  and  a  very  thor- 
ough study  of  the  locality,  that  this  portion  of  Humphrey  street 
consists  mostly  of  property  which  is  non-conforming. 

The  erection  of  this  filling  station  and  the  consequent  improve- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  balance  of  the  property  will  result  in  a 
substantial  and  definite  benefit  to  all  residents  in  this  neighborhood. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board  to  improve  and  eliminate  all 
blighted  areas  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  town.  This  particular 
piece  of  property  is  considered  as  such  by  this  Board  and  we  feel 
that  the  adoption  of  this  article  will  make  possible  the  removal  of 
at  least  one  blighted  area.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  re-zoning  of 
these  particular  parcels  of  property  will  change  materially  the  gen- 
eral character  of  the  neighborhood  nor  will  it  tend  in  any  way  to 
deplete  the  value  of  the  surrounding  improved  or  unimproved  prop- 
erty. This  improvement  will  also  react  to  increase  the  safety  at 
this  point  inasmuch  as  the  ledge  now  in  evidence  on  the  front  of  the 
property  is  a  menace  to  traffic  by  virtue  of  the  obstruction  to  view 
caused  to  motorists  either  on  Humphrey  street  or  to  those  entering 
Humphrey  street  from  Glen  road  or  Cardillo  terrace. 

Moreover,  the  general  tone  of  this  particular  location  is  that  of 
business  rather  than  purely  residential  and  it  is  possible  that  the 
continuance  of  a  regulation  that  might  be  construed  as  unreasonable 
would  appear  to  he/  discrimination  and  an  abridgement  of  the  rights 
of  equal  opportunity. 

The  petitioners  have  filed  with  this  board  an  agreement  which 
we  incorporate  into  our  report  and  file  with  the  town.  Relying  up- 
on the  condition  of  the  fulfillment  of  this  agreement,  we  recommend 
as  follows: 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  board  that  the  request,  if 
granted  by  the    town  meeting,  would  tend  to  improve  the  safety, 
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health,  convenience  and  welfare  not  only  of  this  particular  locality 
but  of  the  town  as  a  whole.  We  therefor  recommend  that*  this  arti- 
cle be  adopted. 

Addenda 

Agreement  of  Grace  S.  French  and  Essex  Oil  Co.  to  the  Town. 

We,  Grace  S.  French  and  the  Essex  Oil  Co.,  a  corporation  with 
a  usual  place  of  business  in  Swampscott,  Mass.,  respectively  the 
owner  and  prospective  lessee  of  certain  land  on  Humphrey  street  in 
said  Swampscott,  for  the  re-zoning  of  which  an  application  is  now 
pending  before  the  Planning  Board  of  said  Swampscott  and  an  arti- 
cle appears  in  the  warrant  for  the  town  meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
19th  day  of  October,  1934,  jointly  and  severally  covenant  and  agree, 
to  and  with  said  Planning  Board  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  town 
of  Swampscott,  that  if  said  Planning  Board  sees  fit  to  report  favor- 
ably upon  said  application  and  said  town  meeting  votes  to  adopt 
said  article,  we  will  within  four  months  of  the  date  hereof  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  upon  the  land  of  the  said  French  located  on  said 
Humphrey  street  lying*  in  the  rear  of  the  premises  described  in  said 
application  and  in  said  article,  the  following  improvements,  to  wit: 
Build  fence  along  northerly  boundary;  general  grading  of  the  entire 
lot;  removal  of  all  rubbish;  removal  of  wooden  outbuildings;  no  pigs 
to  be  kept  on  the  premises  after  January  1,  1935;  removal  of  en- 
tire ledge  along  Humphrey  street  to  depth  of  thirty  feet  and  to 
street  grade.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Cemetery 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  my  twentieth  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Swampscott  Cemetery. 

The  number  of  interments  for  the  year  1934  was  77. 

Thirty  single  grave  lots  were  completed  and  seeded.  Each  grave 
was  numbered  and  marked  with  a  cement  marker.  These  single 
graves  are  selling  rapidly.  Several  shrubs  and  trees  were  killed  by 
the  severe  winter.  These  were  removed  and  during  the  fall  were  re- 
placed where  needed.  Some  one  hundred  new  trees  and  shrubs  have 
been  planted  on  the  new  work  nearly  completed. 

I  would  like  to  see  the  new  lots,  where  markers  have  been  placed 
and  trees  set  out,  completed  as  early  as  possible  in  the  spring,  as 
there  is  a  great  scarcity  of  available  lots  in  the  old  section.  The  work 
is  practically  done  and  a  very  little  finishing  up  will  make  these  lots 
available.  We  need  them  at  once. 

Weed  killer  was  used  on  all  walks  where  needed  and  new  gravel 
placed  on  the  walks  that  required  such  attention. 

The  Andrews  Memorial  Chapel  was  used  quite  often  during  the 
year  and  continues  to  bear  witness  to  the  generosity  of  the  donors. 
The  floors  of  the  chapel  and  seats  therein  were  shellacked  and  waxed 
during  the  year. 

The  excessive  rains  of  the  fall  caused  many  sunken  graves  and 
those  under  perpetual  care  were  repaired  without  expense  to  the 
owners.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1934  the  town  has  continued  its  policy  of  plant- 
ing new  trees,  not  only  where  old  trees  have  been  removed  but  also 
in  new ,  locations  where  in  later  years  the  foliage  will  be  desirable. 
Some  105  of  these  new  trees  which  have  been  developed  in  the  town 
nursery  were  placed  as  well  as  filling  in  the  gaps  made  by  the 
removal  of  twenty  dead  trees.  Wherever  low  limbs  have  hung  over 
the  sidewalks,  danger  to  pedestrians  has  been  removed  by  cutting 
off  these  low  hanging  branches.  Also  all  dangerous  dead  limbs  have 
been  removed  in  the  interest  of  public  safety. 

The  town  has  been  fortunate  in  the  care  of  its  public  shade  trees, 
as  there  has  been  no  injury  to  the  trees  by  electric  wires  or  damage 
from  escaping  gas.  All  cavities  in  trees  and  injuries  to  trees  from 
any  source  have  been  treated.  All  tree  guards  have  been  looked  over 
and  adjustments  made  where  needed,  new  wire  being  placed  if 
necessary. 

The  leopard  moth  menace  has  been  followed  up  and  steps  taken 
to  prevent  damage.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  moth  superintendent  and  am 
pleased  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  trees  defoliated  during  the 
past  year  caused  by  either  the  gypsy  moth,  the  brown  tail  moth  or 
the  satin  moth.  The  single  exception  was  hy  tent  caterpillars  in  a 
colony  off  Danvers  street.  We  are  now  with  the  help  of  men  who 
have  been  on  the  unemployed  list,  cutting  down  and  burning  the 
wild  cherry  trees  which  comprised  this  colony  and  with  these  out 
of  the  way  we  do  not  expect  to  be  troubled  this  year  with  these  pests. 
We  believe  that  the  Japanese  Oriental  Moth  is  now  under  control. 
A  much  less  number  of  fall  web  worms  have  been  noticed  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  an  encouraging  sign  for  the  spring. 

We  have  already  started  the  work  of  creosoting  egg  clusters  of 
the  gypsy  moth  and  cutting  brush  wherever  nests  would  be  likely  to 
form.  It  would  greatly  improve  the  service  of  spraying  if  the  town 
would  purchase  a  smaller  spraying  machine  for  quick  and  special 
work.

Honor  Roll  Committee 


The  reiport  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Honor  Roll  of  World 
War  Veterans,  made  under  Article  52  of  the  warrant  of  the  last 
annual  town  meeting,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  provide  a  suitable  and  perma- 
nent honor  roll  of  World  War  veterans,  who  were  residents  of 
Swampscott  at  the  time  of  answering  the  call  to  arms,  said  memorial 
to  replace  the  temporary  honor  roll  formerly  located  on  the  Town 
Hall  lawn,  and  appropriate  money  therefore,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57,  American  Legion,  and  the  Joseph  L.  Ste- 
vens Post  1240,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars." 

■  Tt  was  voted  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  Henry  S.  Baldwin, 
Richard  H.  McNamara  and  Byron  E.  Porter,  should  investigate  as  to 
the  form  and  cost  of  an  honor  roll  for  the  town  of  Swampscott,  and 
report  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

After  consideration  of  various  types  of  World  War  memorials 
and  honor  rolls  the  committee  decided  that  a  flag  pole  with  a  suitable 
bronze  base  to  carry  the  names  of  Swampscott's  honor  roll,  would 
best  express  the  sentiment  of  the  citizens  and  would  be  in  keeping 
v/ith  the  locality.  Placed  on  the  Monument  avenue  park,  well  back 
from  Burrill  street  or  preferably  in  the  circle  at  the  intersection  of 
Monument  avenue  and  Elmwood  road,  it  would  form  a  fitting  part 
of  a  scheme  of  Soldiers'  Memorials,  consisting  of  the  shaft  erected 
by  the  town  in  1883  in  honor  of  the  men  who  served  during  the 
Civil  War  and  particularly  those  who  gave  their  lives  at  that  time, 
together  with  the  World  War  boulder  dedicated  in  1920  to  those 
who  gave  their  lives  in  our  last  and  greatest  conflict. 

The  matter  of  location  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  meets  with  their  approval.  The  circular  plot  referred  to 
has  certain  advantages  and  is  favored  by  the  committee.  It  would 
lend  itself  to  a  suitable  approach  to  the  bronze  monument  forming 
the  base  of  the  flag  pole. 

The  bronze  would  be  raised  several  feet  above  the  grade  of  the 
roadway,  and  would  rest  on  a  granite  base  with  a  series  of  wide 
circular  steps  forming  a  gentle  ascent  from  the  road  surface  to  the 
granite  base.  It  would  be  necessary  to  remove  the  electric  light  pole 
now  in  the  center  of  the  plot  to  the  Monument  avenue  parking, 
either  above  or  below  the  circle. 

The  honor  roll  monument  would  be  of  cast  bronze  of  original 
design  especially  modeled  with  eagles  at  the  four  points  of  the 
compass,  all  surmounted  by  a  bronze  ring  or  collar  about  the  flag 
pole.  Tablets  for  the  nearly  five  hundred  names  would  be  placed  on 
the  four  quarters  of  the  monument.  In  general,  the  dimensions  of 
the  bronze  would  be  about  four  and  one-half  feet  in  diameter  and 
eight  and  one-half  feet  above  the  granite  base. 

The  approach  would  consist  of  five  concentric  steps,  each  from 
three  to  five  feet  in  width,  with  a  rise  of  only  six  inches  for  each 
circle.  The  circles  would  be  formed  by  cut  granite  sectors  with  North 
River  stone  fitted  at  random  to  form  each  level.  A  suitable  concrete 
foundation  would  be  provided  to  support  the  granite  base  for  the 
monument  and  to  receive  the  flag  pole. 

The  pole  would  be  of  Douglas  fir,  fifteen  inches  in  diameter  at 
the  base  and  seventy  feet  above  the  foundation.  It  would  be  provided 
with  bronze  swivel  sheave  for  the  halyards  and  would  be  finished 
either  in  the  natural  wood  varnished  or  painted  a  suitable  color. 
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Aside  from  the  World  War  memorial  boulder  the  town,  as  yet, 
has  not  erected  a  monument  to  commemorate  the  patriotism  and 
loyalty  of  her  sons  and  daughters  who  responded  to  the  call  of  their 
country  during-  the  period  of  the  World  War.  An  honor  roll  as  de- 
scribed would  not  only  serve  this  purpose  but  would  also  beautify 
the  town  and  provide  a  suitable  flag  pole  at  a  point  where  it  could 
be  seen  by  those  passing  on  the  main  thoroughfare  of  the  town. 

Estimates  for  the  modeling,  bronze,  pole  and  stone  approach 
have  been  obtained  from  reliable  sources.  These  indicate  that  the 
cost  for  the  honor  roll  as  described  will  be  $4,800. 

The  committee  favors  this  form  of  honor  roll  and  has  inserted 
an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  recommending 
the  appropriation  of  the  sum  necessary  for  its  erection.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  herewith  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1934,  together  with  the  reports  of  all  other  officers,  boards 
and  committees  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws.  There  is 
also  appended  the  budget  of  appropriations  asked  for  the  conduct 
of  the  various  departments  during  the  year  1935. 

Federal  Unemployment  Relief 

On  assuming  office  the  most  pressing  problem  aside  from  rou- 
tine business  was  the  proper  administration  of  the  CWA  projects 
and  details  connected  therewith. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  CWA  some  few  individuals,  knowing  it 
to  be  a  Federal  project,  displayed  questionable  ethics  by  seizing 
every  advantage  to  better  themselves  financially  at  the  expense  of 
the  town  and  the  Federal  government,  which  from  press  reports  was 
unfortunately  a  common  practice  in  too  many  communities. 

After  a  thorough  investigation  the  Selectmen  remedied  these 
conditions  and  at  or  about  that  time  the  CWA  ceased  to  function 
and  was  replaced  by  the  ERA,  so-called. 

Edward  A.  Sawyer  was  named  by  the  Federal  ERA  authorities 
as  administrator,  replacing  Harry  E.  Gaboon,  resigned,  who  had  giv- 
en freely  of  his  time  without  remuneration,  for  which  the  town  can- 
not give  him  too  much  credit. 

Under  the  ERA  Harold  H.  Jones  was  appointed  supervisor,  suc- 
ceeding Harold  F.  Merrill,  who  was  supervisor  under  the  CWA. 

It  would  seem  that  the  CWA  functioned  in  a  rather  loose  man- 
ner, as  was  evidenced  by  several  bills  overlaping  from  the  previous 
board  of  selectmen  which  were  presented  and  reduced  from  30  to  50 
per  cent  by  voluntary  consent  of  those  presenting  them. 

With  the  inauguration  of  the  ERA  more  strict  regulations  were 
promulgated  by  the  Federal  authorities  in  regard  to  approving  pro- 
jects and  the  method  of  handling  finance  and  the  board  of  Select- 
men arranged  to  have  the  supervisor  be  responsible  for  all  bills  con- 
tracted in  the  name  of  the  town,  thus  having  a  check  at  the  source 
of  delivery  and  by  the  users  of  town  material. 

In  accordance  with  an  order  from  the  State  ERA  authorities, 
stating  that,  if  a  neutral  and  experienced  investigator  were  not  ap- 
pointed, all  ERA  projects  must  cease,  these  authorities  approved  the 
appointment  of  Mary  E.  Wakefield,  of  Marblehead. 

This  was  not  an  unusual  procedure,  for  to  conform  with  orders 
from  the  state  ERA  two  Swampscott  residents  have  held  similar 
appointments  in  Lynn. 

Under  the  CWA  it  was  found  that  the  town  was  paying  the 
supervisor,  Mr.  Merrill,  |50  per  week  from  town  funds.  This  condi- 
tion was  immediately  corrected  by  having  the  salary  of  the  new 
ERA  supervisor,  Mr.  Jones,  paid  from  Federal  funds,  thus  saving 
the  town  the  amount  of  his  salary. 
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The  administration  of  the  ERA  under  Mr.  Sawyer  has  pro- 
gressed as  well  as  could  be  expected,  considering  the  difficulties  and 
details  involved.  An  investigation  of  his  administration  was  request- 
ed by  the  Finance  Committee  but  was  shortly  waived  for  reasons 
best  known  to  themselves. 

In  regard  to  expenditure  of  town  funds  on  these  projects  may 
we  be  priviledged  to  explain  to  the  taxpayers  who,  although  the 
CWA  and  ERA  have  been  in  force  since  November,  1933,  may  not 
realize  that  these  different  projects,  which  in  the  near  future  would 
have  to  be  financed  by  the  town  in  Vsrhole,  have  been  completed  at  a 
cost  to  the  town  for  the  price  of  the  material  only.  All  cost  of  labor 
is  financed  by  the  Federal  government. 

We  feel  that  it  is  good  economy  to  take  advantage  of  every  es- 
sential and  necessary  project  that  the  Federal  ERA  officials  may  see 
fit  to  approve,  for  the  reason  that  the  town  will  never  have  another 
opportunity  to  secure  permanent  improvements  at  the  cost  of  mate- 
rial only. 

A  resume  of  the  accomplishments  of  CWA  and  ERA  administra- 
tion is  appended: — Extension  and  improvement  of  town  Cemetery; 
painting  inside  and  outside  of  Town  Hall;  painting  inside  and  outside 
of  Phillips  Beach  engine  house;  remodelling,  painting  and  repairing 
G.  A.  R.  (Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars)  building. 

Construction  of  surface  drains:  Barnstable  street,  Plymouth 
avenue,  Phillips  and  Bradlee  avenues,  Berkshire  and  Hampden 
streets. 

Construction  of  sewers:  Dale  and  Summer  streets. 
Clearing  out  Phillips  Park  area. 
Eradication  of  pests  (moths). 

New  work  contemplated  includes:  Further  improvement  of  Cem- 
etery; extension  of  sewer  work;  Jackson  Park  construction  of  fire 
break. 

In  addition  to  work  relief,  the  Federal  ERA  during  the  early 
months  of  1934,  provided  needy  residents  of  the  town  with  coal  at 
the  cost  of  delivery. 

This  distribution  was  handled  through  the  department  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare,  258  tons  of  coal  being  distributed  to  194  families.  Also, 
there  has  been  a  continuous  distribution  of  food  and  clothing,  the 
clothing,  sheets,  etc.,  being  the  product  of  women's  sewing  projects 
in  Swampscott  and  elsewhere.  Surplus  food  products  distributed  in- 
cluded butter,  eggs,  rice,  cereal,  potatoes,  cabbages,  canned  meats, 
pork  and  veal.  The  food  distribution  points  in  the  town  are  Lynch's 
store  and  Hegarty's  store,  and  the  clothing  is  now  distributed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Swampscott  Welfare  Committee  at  its  head- 
quarters on  Columbia  street.  These  commodities  were  all  donated 
by  the  Federal  government. 

The  Federal  government  has  paid  for  wages  to  those  under  the 
ERA  an  average  of  S6,800  monthly.  During  the  year  CWA  and  ERA 
employment  has  been  furnished  to  approximately  300  residents  of 
the  town,  representing  over  1200  dependents.  Many  of  these  workers 
have  later  returned  to  private  employment,  135  men  and  women  be- 
ing employed  on  the  average. 

A  careful  analysis  of  these  figures  will  prove  that  the  Federal 
government  has  paid  in  14  months  some  |95,000  in  wages,  and  if 
the  Selectmen  had  not  sponsored  these  projects  these  ERA  workers 
would  have  been  thrown  on  the  welfare  list,  a  major  part  of  the 
$95,000  must  then  have  been  paid  by  the  town  in  welfare  aid  with  a 
resultant  great  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 
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Alcoholic  Beverages  Licenses 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  voters  of  Swampscott  de- 
cided that  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  should  be  legalized  in  this 
town. 

Following  the  mandate  of  a  substantial  majority  we  issued  the 
following  licenses:  Three  hotel  licenses,  four  package  goods  stores, 
three  restaurants,  and  one  club  license.  No  licenses  for  the  sale  of 
hard  liquors  were  issued  except  to  two  hotels  and  three  package 
goods  stores. 

Licenses  were  granted  only  to  those  persons  who  by  the  nature 
of  their  business  were  eligible  for  a  liquor  license  and  had  been 
established  from  three  to  forty  years. 

Six  permits  to  conduct  restaurants  were  refused  on  the  grounds 
that  the  petitioners'  main  interest  was  to  later  ask  for  a  liquor  li- 
cense, and  we  believe  that  this  class  of  license  should  be  limited  to 
a  minimum.  If  these  permits  had  been  granted  and  the  principals 
had  later  petitioned  for  a  liquor  license  our  refusal  to  grant  the 
same  would  have  probably  been  appealed  to  the  State  Alcoholic  Bev- 
erages Control  Commissio"^,  who  «s  ?  general  rule  have  always  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  petitioners.  We  have  endeavored  to  respect  the 
wishes  of  the  minority  by  proper  control  and  limitation  of  liquor 
licenses  and  our  action  in  this  matter  has  the  strong  approval  of 
the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission. 

Protection  of  Life  and  Property 

Early  in  our  administration  we  were  questioned  in  regard  to  the 
assignments  of  the  several  patrolmen  by  many  citizens  who  were 
of  the  opinion  that  the  town  was  not  being  efficiently  patroled,  espec- 
ially in  the  early  morning  division. 

It  seemed  some  of  the  officers  were  so  often  detailed  to  special 
duties,  plain  clothes  and  inspectorships,  which  is  customary  only 
in  large  crime  ridden  municipalities,  that  they  had  no  time  to  reas- 
sure the  peaceful  and  respectable  citizens  by  occasionally  appear- 
ing on  patrol. 

In  deference  to  the  rights  of  these  citizens,  Chief  Reeves  was 
called  in  conference  and  positively  asserted  it  was  no  concern  of 
these  citizens  nor  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  that  he  would  place 
the  men  where  and  when  he  desired,  claiming  in  this  respect  that  he 
was  a  law  unto  himself  and  responsible  to  no  one. 

It  is  to  prevent  the  illegal  and  self -centered  usurpation  of  au- 
thority by  such  an  appointive  official  that  the  General  Laws  provide 
for,  and  Chapter  7,  Section  4,  of  the  Town  By-laws  reads  as  follows: 

"The  board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  police  depart- 
ment and  shall  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  there- 
of. This  department  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  of  Police,  and  such  other 
commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers  and  patrolmen  as  the 
Selectmen  may  appoint;  their  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
town." 

Please  notice  that  this  by-law  is  mandatory  and  it  is  a  specific 
duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  enforce  it,  and  they  are  delinquent  if  they 
do  not. 

On  three  separate  occasions  the  Chief  displayed  the  same  atti- 
tude of  insubordination,  on  the  last  of  which  he  declined  to  deliver 
certain  records  of  the  Swampscott  police  department,  on  the  grounds 
that  they  were  his  private  property,  although  assembled  at  the 
expense  of  the  town.  It  was  necessary  to  issue  an  arbitrary  order  to 
secure  these  records. 
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Continual  failure  of  Mr.  Reeves  to  co-operate  with  the  board,  who 
by  statutes,  by-laws  and  oath  of  office  are  unquestionably  responsi- 
ble for  the  conduct  of  the  police  department,  resulted  in  the  neces- 
sity of  the  Selectmen  enacting  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  to 
conserve  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  citizens  and  members  of 
the  department.  These  regulations,  to,  which  you  may  refer  under 
the  police  department  report,  were  compiled  from  rules  enforced  in 
other  communities  and  are  common  practice. 

When  they  became  in  force  there  was  considerable  ado  by  Mr. 
Reeves  and  the  press  in  regard  to  the  second  paragraph  of  the  sec- 
ond rule,  on  the  grounds  that  it  strictly  confined  the  Chief  in  his 
office  while  on  duty.  Even  a  casual  perusal  of  that  paragraph  will 
prove  the  falsity  of  such  an  interpretation. 

This  rule  was  inserted  so  that  the  Chief  would,  to  some  extent 
at  least,  be  available  to  the  citizens  during  a  certain  period  of  the 
day.  Under  these  regulations  we  are  satisfied  that  the  police  depart- 
ment as  a  whole  has  been  more  efficient,  contented  and  harmonious 
than  for  years  past  and  that  the  to^vn  is  getting  better  police  pro- 
tection. 

Although  the  report  of  the  police  department  states  that  break- 
ing and  entering  cases  were  double  those  of  1933,  there  seems  to  be 
no  serious  cause  for  alarm,  as  that  is  40  per  cent,  under  the  average 
for  seven  years  past. 

Good  mental,  moral  and  physical  conditions  of  its  members  are 
essential  to  the  proper  conduct  of  a  police  department,  but  those 
qualifications  are  of  no  avail  unless  combined  with  tact  and  impar- 
tiality by  the  superior  officers  toward  their  subordinates  and  by  the 
subordinates  toward  the  citizens  with  whom  they  come  in  contact. 


Foster  Dam 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  October  19,  1934,  it  was  voted 
to  refer  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply  for  Foster 
Dam  district  to  the  board  of  Selectmen,  they  to  investigate  the  pos- 
sibilities of  accomplishing  something  in  co-operation  with  the 
F.  E.  R.  A. 

In  conformity  with  these  instructions,  the  board  has  interviewed 
the  E.  R.  A.  officials  in  Boston  and  are  informed  that  it  is  possible 
for  E.  R.  A.  funds  to  be  used  on  private  property  provided  roads  or 
ways  have  been  open  and  in  use  not  less  than  twenty  years.  We  find 
that  the  Foster  Dam  project  was  opened  in  1917  and  would  not  there- 
fore become  eligible  for  E.  R.  A.  projects  until  1937.  It  js  thus  elimin- 
ated as  an  E.  R.  A.  project  for  the  present  from  that  angle. 

The  Foster  Dam  committee  also  re<rommended  the  adoption  of 
Section  25,  Chapter  82,  of  the  General  Laws,  which  provides  that 
the  town,  after  going  through  certain  procedure  may  enter  upon  un- 
accepted ways  and  streets  of  the  town,  and,  without  building  the 
streets  to  grade,  lay  water  and  sewerage  pipes,  in  which  event  it 
could  probably  become  an  E.  R.  A.  project 

As  intrusted  by  the  special  town  meeting,  the  Board  has  placed 
this  matter  upon  the  ballot  for  action  by  the  voters.  In  this  connec- 
tion we  think  it  important  to  point  out  a  seeming  inconsistency  in 
the  conclusions  of  the  Foster  Dam  committee.  Under  conclusions  on 
page  16,  they  say,  "We  do  not  find  any  condition  which  in  our  opin- 
ion would  warrant  the  setting  aside  of  present  tov/n  by-laws,  the 
procedure  which  represents  a  background  of  eighty  years  of  town 
government  and  under  which  the  town  has  thus  far  progressed." 
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Chapter  7,  Section  8,  of  the  town  by-laws  provides  that  streets 
must  be  brought  to  sub-grade  before  the  town  can  enter  and  lay 
water  mains. 

Should  the  town  accept  the  provisions  of  Section  25,  Chapter  82, 
of  the  General  Laws  as  recommended  by  the  committee  in  their 
report  on  page  18,  it  would  mark  a  change  in  the  procedure  which 
has  been  followed  for  so  many  years  and  is  now  in  force.  We  have 
accordingly,  so  that  there  may  be  no  question  about  it,  inserted  in 
the  Town  Warrant  an  article  amending  the  By-Laws  in  that  respect, 
and  another  article  calling  for  the  appropriation  of  money  necessary 
to  proceed  with  the  work.  Action  on  these  two  articles  is  wholly 
contingent  upon  the  voters  registering  an  affirmative  vote  in  refer- 
ence to  Section  25,  Chapter  82,  above  referred  to. 

The  Selectmen  have  in  other  words  tried  to  provide  the  im- 
mediate means  of  carrying  out  the  will  of  the  voters  should  they 
register  affirmative  action.  Should  a  negative  vote  be  registered  on 
Section  25,  Chapter  82,  the  two  articles  would  be  inappropriate  and 
unnecessary.

Article  2.    To  vote  by  ballot: 

Shall  the  following  Chapter  82,  Section  25,  of  the  General  Laws, 
Tercentenary  edition,  be  accepted? 
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"In  a  town  which  accepts  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  has 
accepted  corresponding:  provisions  of  earlier  laws,  the  selectmen, 
road  commissioners  or  sewer  commissioners  may,  when  a  town  way- 
is  laid  out,  relocated  or  altered,  enter  and  lay  sewers  and  water  pipes 
therein  before  possession  is  taken  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
such  way,  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  actually  constructed. 
Such  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  an  entry  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing the  way,  and  until  such  way  has  been  constructed,  sewer 
assessments  shall  be  levied  only  upon  the  estates  of  persons  connect- 
ing their  drains  with  such  sewers.  If  such  laying  out,  relocation  or 
alteration  becomes  void  under  the  provis^ns  of  section  three  of 
chapter  seventy-nine,  all  sewers  or  water  pipes  so  laid  therein  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  legally  laid  and  placed  therein;  and  dam- 
ages may  be  recovered  therefor  under  chapter  seventy-nine;  and  the 
right  to  recover  the  same  shall  accrue  when  such  laying  out,  altera- 
tion or  widening  becomes  void.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to 
cities." 

Article  8.    To  vote  by  ballot: 

iShall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31,  Section  48,  General  Laws, 
Tercentenary  edition,  be  accepted,  thereby  placing  under  Civil  Ser- 
vice the  call  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  4.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  reports  of  town  officials, 
boards  and  committees. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Town  Clerk  and  Custodian  of  Trust  Funds  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  not  calling  for  the  appropriation  of  money,  as 
contained  in  the  reports  of  officers,  boards  or  committees. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
salaries  of  town  officials  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  calling  for  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of 
money,  the  creation  of  a  debt,  or  the  disposition  of  town  property, 
as  set  forth  in  the  reports  of  officers,  boards  or  committees. 

Article  9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  appropriation  of  money  for  departmental  and  other  expenses  as 
recommended  and  set  forth  in  the  Selectmen's  report  under  the  Town 
Budget. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  appropriation  or  raising  of  money  for  permanent  street  construc- 
tion. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  600-gal- 
lon  triple  combination  motor  pumper  and  equipment,  to  replace  the 
old  apparatus  now  in  service  at  the  Phillips  Beach  fire  station,  and 
appropriate  |8,100  therefor,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  |3,350 
to  replace  old  batteries  and  cables  and  make  necessary  changes  and 
extensions  in  the  fire  alarm  system,  as  recommended  by  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $490  for 
500  feet  2l^-inch  fire  hose,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $25,000 
for  a  Selectmen's  contingent  fund  to  be  disbursed  by  them  for  un- 
employment relief  and  ERA  or  similar  projects,  as  recommended  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town,  in  the  event  of  the  acceptance  of 
Sec.  25,  Chapter  82  (Ter.  Ed.)  of  the  General  Laws,  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  laying  of  water  mains  in  Foster  road  and  or  in  Windsor 
avenue  as  provided  in  said  section,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  therefor,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,- 
000  to  be  used  on  condition  that  an  additional  sum  for  such  purpose 
is  furnished  by  the  Federal  Government,  and  that  the  town  shall 
receive  deeds  granting  an  easement  or  fee  in  such  way  or  ways  and 
a  waiver  of  damages  by  the  owners  or  persons  holding  interest  there- 
in; or  vote  to  take  such  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

A'rticle  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend,  modify  or 
annul  section  8  of  Chapter  7  of  the  town  by-laws  insofar  as  the 
same  may  relate  to  the  laying  of  water  mains  or  doing  other  public 
work  on  Foster  road  and  or  in  Windsor  avenue. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  to  finish  filling  and  grading  an  area  on  the  covered 
dump  now  in  Phillips  Park,  large  enough  for  use  as  a  football  grid- 
iron, and  erect  a  suitable  chain  link  fence  around  same,  and  appro- 
priate $8,000  therefor,  as  recommended  by  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100  for  the  salary  of  the  secretary  of  the  Planning  Board 
for  the  year  1934,  as  voted  in  Article  21  in  the  special  town  meeting 
of  April  4,  1934,  but  not  making  an  appropriation  therefor,  as  pe- 
titioned for  by  Herbert  Ingalls. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $97.46  to  pay  the  bill  of  A.  H.  Jenkins  &  Son,  Inc.,  for  labor  and 
materials  furnished  at  Grand  Army  Hall  in  1933  and  remaining  un- 
paid at  the  closing  of  the  books  for  the  year  1933. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare  to  appoint  one  of  its  own  members  as  agent  and  investi- 
gating officer  and  fix  the  salary  of  such  an  appointee  of  $800  and 
appropriate  money  therefor,  as  provided  by  Chapter  41,  Sec.  4A,  of 
the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.). 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  to  the 
account  of  unpaid  bills  the  sum  of  $4,887.95,  to  cover  bills  of  the 
departments  named,  contracted  in  1934  and  remaining  unpaid  at  the 
time  of  the  closing  of  the  books  for  the  year  1934:  Public  Welfare, 
$4,514.41;  Highway,  $50.85;  Police,  $234.36;  Legion  Lease,  $13.33; 
Planning  Board,  $75. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Nason  road 
(extreme  end)  as  a  public  way,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, in  accordance  with  a  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  town  engin- 
eer, and  to  appropriate  money  therefor,  as  petitioned  for  by  John 
E.  Gill  et  als. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  remove  the  wooden 
blocks  on  Humphrey  street  and  resurface  same  with  some  kind  of 
permanent  pavement  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Monument 
avenue  (westerly  side)  from  Burrill  street  to  Farragut  road  and 
appropriate  money  therefor,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of 
Highways. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000  to  clean  the  town  beaches,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor 
of  Highways. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  surface 
water  drain  about  600  feet  long  to  drain  the  low  area  between  Bur- 
rill street,  Elmwood  road,  Thomas  road  and  Paradise  road  and  ap-

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  in 
Aspen  road  a  distance  of  360  feet  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same  as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  board. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare  to  appoint  an  executive  secretary  and  fix  the  salary  of 
such  appointee  at  the  rate  of  |1,560  per  year,  and  appropriate  money 
therefor,  as  provided  by  Chapter  41,  Section  4A,  of  the  General 
Laws,  (Ter.  Ed.)  as  petitioned  for  by  Walter  H.  Forbes,  Jr. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  As- 
sessors, the  Park  Commission,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  the 
Planning  Board  to  appoint  a  member  of  such  boards  to  act  as  secre- 
tary thereof  and  receive  pay  therefor,  as  provided  by  Capter  41, 
Section  4A,  of  the  General  Laws,  (Ter.  Ed.). 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  tree  re- 
moved in  front  of  a  proposed  driveway  at  number  38  Grant  road  and 
appropriate  money  therefor,  as  petitioned  for  by  Richard  Cutts  and 
others. 

Article  34.  To  see  what  action  the  tov/n  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  appropriation  of  money  for  a  World  War  Veterans'  Honor  Roll, 
as  recommended  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  annual 
town  meeting. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  S225  to 
make  certain  alterations  on  the  G.  A.  R.  Building  to  conform  with 
the  State  building  laws  relating  to  the  occupancy  of  public  build- 
ings, as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $150  for 
the  observance  of  Columbus  Day  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  citizens' 
committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Louis  LaParrella  and  others. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500  for  the  suitable  celebration  of  Armistice  Day,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000  to  celebrate  Independence  Day  in  a  suitable  manner,  as 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Moder- 
ator of  the  town  meeting  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  or  take 
such  other  action  as  it  may  deem  advisable  and  report  at  the  next 
town  meeting,  for  the  following  purpose:  To  find  out  the  cost  and 
advisability  of  purchasing  the  property  known  as  the  Chick  estate, 
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adjacent  to  the  rear  of  the  present  Junior  High  School,  for  school 
purposes. 

Article  41.  A.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  or  take  such  other 
action  in  relation  thereto  as  it  may  deem  advisable  to  amend  its  by- 
laws so  as  to  increase  the  number  of  the  Selectmen  from  three  to 
five  members,  the  same  to  become  effective  as  of  February,  1936. 

B.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  or  take  such  other  action  as  it 
may  deem  advisable  to  have  the  terms  of  the  Selectmen  commencing 
February,  1936,  as  follows:  The  two  selectmen  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  to  serve  for  three  years;  the  two  selectmen  receiv- 
ing the  next  highest  number  of  votes  to  serve  two  years,  and  the 
selectman  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  to  serve  one 
year.  Thereafter  all  selectmen  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three 
years;  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  its  chairman  from  year 
to  year. 

C.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  or  take  such  other  action  as  it 
may  deem  fit  and  proper  to  change  the  salary  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  so  that  the  chairman  will  receive  a  salary  of 
$350  a  year,  and  that  the  associate  members  receive  each  a  salary 
of  |250  a  year,  as  petitioned  for  by  Robert  B.  Hegarty  and  others. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Moder- 
ator to  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  three  citizens  of  the  town  to  investigate  into  the  feasibility  and 
expense  of  the  laying  out  of  a  way  ten  feet  wide  leading  from  Stet- 
son avenue  through  land  adjacent  to  land  of  the  Swampscott  Tennis 
Club,  under  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and  over  land  of  said 
railroad  to  Essex  street  for  the  use  of  pedestrians,  and  said  com- 
mittee report  to  this  or  some  special  town  meeting  before  the  next 
annual  town  meeting. 

Article  43.  To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing  or  otherwise 
under  any  general  or  special  law  which  authorizes  the  town  to  raise 
money  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  articles.
